The lowering weather which prevailed 4n this city 


yesterday seems also to have seen manifest in other 
cities, and to have, slightly, at least, Interrerea with 
tte numerical attendance at many of the places of 
Divine worship, here as elsewhere, as will be seen 
from the reports subjoined. The day, so far as the 
Metropolis was concerned, was pleasant and enjoy- 
able, and the evening services at nearly all the 
churches were listened to by large and seemingly 
devout congregations.

CHURCH OF THE EPiPHAHY. 


Ikying tile J?ouccln.tlon Stone by Ai'cM*isnop 


flleCioskey—Immense Concourse ot Specta. 
tors—laipresbivo Ceremonies—Address by the 
Rev, Dr. Morrosrh. 
The foundation stone of the Church of the Epiph- 


any, on Second avenue, between Twenty-first and 
Twenty-second streets, was laid yesterday by Arch- 
blaliop MeCloskey, in presence of several thousand 
spectators. 
As a religions demonstration it was 


perhaps the most impressive that has occurred In 
the city for many years; for it was marked by a so- 
lemnity that cannot be forgotten by those who wit- 
nessed it, and it will accordingly be chronicled as a 
great event in the annals of the Eoman Catholic 
•Church. Indeed, such a popular display of the kind 
has seldom beea seen, ana that, too, characterized 
•by a decorum that unmistakably manifested the 
•deep smeeuty ot tne participants. A sea of human 
laces was rivettcd to the spot where the reverend 
•prelate plauted the seed that was soon to sprout and 
•blossom and spread forth its sheltering branches to 
protect the faithful. Anon a simultaneous prayer 
arose to heaven, and the solemn rite was performed. 


The limits of the new parish are:—Seventeenth 


street to Twenty-fifth street, running from the East 
river to Fourth avenue. The overcrowded state of 
the Church of the Immaculated Conception, presided 
*ver by the Rev. W. P. Morrogh, D.' B., necessitated 
the erection of another temple. A temporary church 
•was fitted np in the Demilt building, corner of Twen- 
ty-third street and Second avenue. Bat as the flock 
Increased it became evident that a spacious church 
"In the vicinity w as an immediate want, Meetings 
were accordingly held and a site selected at the 
.place above mentioned for the erection of a suitable 
edifice. The present prospects of its completion are 
most encouraging, and before the snow of the com- 
ing year .shall cease to fall a splendid church will 
rise as a monument to the people's devotion and 
liberality. The front of the edifice will be no less 
than seventy-six feet wide on Second avenue; the 
design being in the Btyleofthe ecclesias tical archi- 
tecture prevalent in Northern Italy during the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries, known as the Lom- 
bard style, and of which there are but few examples 
In this country. It is Intended that the basement 
Btory shall be of Quincy granite and the super- 
structure or Ohio and Belleville sandstone. 
Tite 
tower 
at 
the 
southeast 
angle 
win 
be 
surmounted 
by a cone 
and 
will be 125 
feet high from the basement. The size of the build- 
ing will then ba 60 feet wide by 145 feet long. A 
•wide flight or steps will lead to an open porch, 12 
feet deep and 30 Jeet long, supported upon arcade 
piers and giving access to the mala story. The in- 
terior of the church, it Is intended, will be con- 
structed m coniormity with the design, which, If 
carried out, will afford great accommodation to the 
congregation, especially as it is intended that the 
galleries should be tw"o lengths of the church, whlctt, 
in its entirety, will accommodate over 4,000 persons. 
The design, by Mr. Le Brun, the architect, promises 
on the whole to etfect tlie Uesirea object, which is 
evidently to make as commodious aud at the same 
time as beautiful a church as possible. Certainly 
the commencement of the worK was auspiciously 
Inaugurated yesterday. The hour set down for the 
fiacred rite was three o'clock, but hours before that 
time a vast multitude thronged tne surrounding 
streets. Admission was by ticket, but admission by 
any means was difficult. The scene, while bearing 
all the semblance of religious devotion, was, never- 
theless, exceedingly picturesque. Flags and banners 
waived from, every quarter around the entire cir- 
curafeience of the place, on the walls and from 
tho windows, conspicuous being the national em- 
blem, the Irish nag, religious devices belonging 
to the religions societies, among whii-!; •srcro the mem- 
bers of the immaculate Concept! on, St. Bridget's Tem- 
perance societies, and their junior branches, number- 
Ing over 2,000. They were all arrayed with the badges 
Of their different orders and were accompanied by 
bands of music. Numerous as the members of those 
societies wcro they made but a fragment of the im- 
mense assemblage. Far as the eye could stretcli the 
upturned faces appeared. From every window, 
iroui every house top whence the slightest view could 
be obtained spectators appeared. 
Moreover, "the 
rickety roofs aud mouldering walls surrounding sus- 
tained their groups, and however Insecure the posi- 
tion 
of 
many might have been at first, it 
was rendered doubly so by rapidly Increasing 
numbers. It was truly a brilliant bceue—a grand re- 
ligions pageant worthy tne occasion and the cause. 
Ac the upper end of the ground, where the altar will 
be placed, a large platform was erected, covered by 
A handsome awning, bearing the inscription, "Wel- 
come." The front seats were arranged for ladies, 
yet scarcely sufficient to accommodate the larirc 
toumber anxious to witness the ceremonies. Up to 
the present time the multitude had been sway- 
Jnff 
to and fro, each person trying to settle 
himself as best he could, but suddenly the hum 
ceased. Every head was uncovered, a long proces- 
sion of a hundred maidens belonging to the Sodality 
ot the Holy Angels slowly advanced to the platform. 
A solemn stillness prevailed. Then came the pro- 
cession 01 the clergy, with the Archbishop, with his 
mitre and crozler, and preceded by altar boys and 
assistants bearing a large cross ana lighted can- 
dles. A feeling or awe and reverence was mani- 
fested by the congregation aa the ntes commenced. 
The Very Kev. Dr. Starr, V. G., assisted the Arch- 
bishop; the Kev. Dr. McSweeny omciatcd as deacon, 
tho Itev. Mr. Longhran sub-deacon and the Rev. 
Francis McNirney master of ceremonies. A large 
number of clergy took part in the proceedings, 
among those present beto£ the Rev. Mr. Qulnu, of 
St. 1'eter's; the Rev. Dr. Morrogb, the Rev. J. 
Uoyce, of St. Teresa's; the Ilev. Mr. Cummins, 
the Kev. Mr. Hughes, the Kev. Mr. Larklu, 
tho Kev. Mr. dowry, 
the Rev. Mr. Senior, 
JBcv. Mr. McCarthy. The Rev. Dr. E. L. Burtsell, the 
pastor, assisted by Mr. J. J. Traynor, superlnlondcd 
the arrangements. The procea&lou, after moving 
.around the church, proceeded to the platform, sing- 
lug the 83d Psalm—"How beautiful are Thy dwel- 
lings." TH6 pr,ayer or dedication was then said by 
the Archbishop ana responded to by the clergy ana, 
having sprinkled tne stone three times with holy 
•water, the Litany of tho Saints was1 said, after 
which, tho Archbishop having performed the cus- 
tomary rite with tho trowel and mortar, previously 
placing beneath the stone a box, containing an 
American silver dollar, with coins of other countries 
a copy of tho NKW YOKK HKRAI.I) and a few other 
Journals, portraits of the Pope, Cardinal Baruibos, 
Archbishop Spauldlng, Archbishopj McCloskey, the 
Bev. Dr. Burtsell, the Kev. Dr. Morrojrh, and also 
i thereof tho ('resident of tho United States and the 
Governor of the State, the clergy then moved in 
procession, singing tho 80th and 121st Psalms, and 
returned singing th,o Vent creator Splralus. 


Tho llev. Dr. Morrogn then delivered an address. 
He said it was no unusual circumstance that had 
brought such a large concourse Of people together, 
•ihey iiadcome to be present at the laying of a cor- 
ner stone of a new temple to be creeled In honor of 
God. They were stimulated byrao worldly motive, but 
they were actuated by the spirit of faith which lived 
la their hearts. Already had the corner stone been 
laid, annotated witii holy oil and blessed .by the 
prayer or the representative of God there. The pre- 
late luul laid tho foundation of the new temple under 
Ihe peculiar and boautitnl title of the Epiphany. The 
itonc had been lala of a temple to God, a temple to 
be erected, Indeed, by tho hands of man, but only, 
like the temple of old erected.by Solomon, to be 
norealtcr blessed by the presence of God himself 
In the holy Sacrament. It was to bo a house of 
prayer sanctiflea to God, where, as he promised 
Solomon that ha would BO always ready to hear the 
C 


ycr of those who supplicated him m that nouso 
thy order. So also would this new temple ben 
Jionac of prayer, where to supplicate the mercy of 
God, where His ears would be always open to hear 
the prayers of the faithful. Jfn times of old thero 
was ,out one temple wnero a sacrifice acceptable to 
Cod was offered. Under the now law—the law of 
love, at charity—God willed not that that sacrifice 
•houid be confined to one locality, but wished it to 
no spread throughout the whole world, and that no 
•pot on tbo race of the earth should bo without that 
pnro ana unpolluted sacrifice. The reverend gentle- 
man eloquently dilated upon the spread or religion 
throughout tho world, and concluded by paylne a 
tribute to the zeal, energy and learning of the pastor 
of the new church, the itev. Dr. Bnrteeil. The Arch- 
bwnop having pronounced a benediction, the cere- 
monies were brought ro a cio^e. T:w societies thea 
marched o;r to the MIMIC of their respective banns 
JfottWtetondiiiit !0o Jarso assemblage present, not 


the slightest ar.eldent or disturbance ocenrreflrto 
mar the relicteus harmony which prevailed. 


"THE MEDIATION Of CHRIST.". 


Sermon by Kev. W. A. P. Martin, ID. B., of 


' 
Nina Po, China. 


TB8 Bev. W. A. P. Martin, D. IX, of Htaz Po, 


Chtoa, for twenty years a misstoaary to China, 
preached yesterday morning before the Presbyterian 
caurch to the hall of the New York Historical 
Society, at the corner of Second avenue and 
Eleventh street. Be selected his text from I. 
Timothy, ii., 6:—'-For tnere is one God and 
one Mediator between God and men the man Christ 
Jesus." He said tne text, although familiar, should 
always fait on the ear like the aonga of the angels, of 
which none could ever grow weary. There were 
three objects mentioned to the text—God, men and 
the Mediator. There is bnt one God, and be is the 
holy one. 
All men are sinners, and there is 


but one mediator between God and men. These 
three statements of solemn truth are testined to by 
God's word and works. These three truths, fitting 
togetner form a beautiful system and constitute the 
foundation of God's revealed Word. There are three 
important principles involved to these truths—first, 
simplicity; second, universality, and third, reason- 
ableness. The character of God is snch that He em- 
ploys the most simple means to bring about His 
work. Ail of man's work Is complex ana intricate. 
Man makes a, clock, with numerous wheels, springs 
and balances, to measure tune. God causes this 
great globe to revolve once to twenty-four hours, 
and thus marks His time. The whole mighty ocean 
is composed only of three gases, as is also the at- 
mosphere. But three primary colors constitute all 
the tints of the rainbow and all the varied hues of 
nature. 
The highest result of man's imitation compared 
with Celestial mechanism, is bnt a bungling piece of 
work. The principle of simplicity runs through all 
God's works. 
These three principles referred to 
pervade every part of the Scriptures. They vary m 
their forms and change m their hues, but still they 
are there. In the flist recorded act of human wor- 
ship, the oflering of a lamb to sacrifice by Abel, all 
of the three propositions were illustrated. The na- 
ture or the teachings or Scripture was comprehend- 
ed to the three characters—God the Holy,* man 
the sinful, and Christ the Mediator. The lessons 
of 
the 
Levitical 
dispensation, 
the 
coming 
of Christ and the Apocalyptic visions, as revealed by 
the Apostle John, recognized these characters and 
their work. The existence of God did not need 
much argument for demonstration. One of the 
greatest minds of all history had said, " I think, 
therefore, I am; I am, tnerefore God is." We can 
know God as we know onr fellow men only by His 
communion with our s<juls. A few years ago the 
world was astonished by a deaf and blind gin, born 
so, and yet becoming intelligent and familiar with 
loving relatives and friends. What a revelation 
there was by the single sense or feeling I God so 
revealed 
himself 
to 
men. 
They feel 
lus 
presence and learn to 
Know Him throngn 
faith 
and 
not 
by 
Bight. 
The 
second 
proposition that men are sinners is attested by onr 
human nature, which is a continual revelation of 
imperfection and slnfnlness. Like that royal mon- 
arch who a few years ago was imprisoned on a lone- 
ly Island, is man beset by sin—a royal sinner beset by 
guards and confinements and under continuous sur- 
veillance. And here comes in the mediator between 
God and man, and Christ Jesus is that mediator, as 
revealed by the Word of God. These ereat truths 
belong together and form one harmonious union and 
revelation. If there be one who has not received 
them let him embrace the mediator Christ Jesus and 
then he can rejoice in God and glory in the father- 
hood of the Creator. 


CHURCH OF THE BECOIiCILIATIOH. 


Sermon by the Kev. Dr. Potter—-'The Chorea 


and Oar Times." 


The Rev. Dr. Potter preached a discourse last 


evening on the subject of "The Church and Our 
Times," at the Church of the Reconciliation, N. L. 
Briggs, pastor, belore a large congregation. The 
speaker toot for his text "Let your moderation be 
Known unto all men," and said, what.words could 
have a tamer sound than these? What bidding less 
likely than that which they utter to call forth the en- 
thusiasm of humanity! Amid Christian surround- 
ings 
and 
with 
the 
aroma 
of 
eighteen 


Christian centuries penetrating our social and do- 
mestic life, we are yet strang ely pagan to the virtues 
which we admire. 
What is accomplished with 
noise and stir, the dashing qualities of personal iu- 
trepidity—the impassioned boldness of a great orator, 
the reckless precipitancy of some bold reformer, the 
restless industry of some successful worker—these 
and their kindred characteristics are they which we 
are readiest to praise and most earnest to imitate. 
And yet there Is none of this consplcuousness of 
action, this forth-putting of impassioned speech 
to 
the 
conduct of 
Christ. 
on 
the 
con- 
trary, the atmosphere of his presence is like 
the 
stillness of 
some vast cathedral 
after 
the noise and the jostumsor tne stieeti without. 
And to go dlrectiy to the truth which lies at the 
core of this whole discussion, I afUrm that the 
great want of both our households of faith and the 
age in which we are living is the mighty element of 
moderation. I know that in our aav to call a. rnari a 
"moderate churchman" is a term of ridicule wnicn 
scarcely attempts to hide the sneer witn which 
most commonly it is uttered. We are told that 
what we want is courage and aggressiveness, 
and bold speaking and a decidea stand and 
uncompromising resolution. Ami we do. 
But 
is it impossible to have them without rashness and 
rudeness ? Can we not spperato what Is outspoken 
from what is blustering, what is aggressive and pro- 
gressive, from that lust of ecJat and passion for 
parade that strives to see now close it can walk to 
the dizzy edge of error and not topple over into the 
arms of a corrupt faith f What is easier than to be 
sweeping to one's judgments and vehement in one's 
speech? To stand fast by God's wora, to reiuse to 
hurl anathemas against those whom God has not 
cursed, 
to 
be 
more 
eager 
to 
love 
and 
serve 
men than 
to 
denounce or 
suspect 
them, to love simplicity more than extravagance, 
and truth most of all—this he who aims to realize it 
will find demanding all the courage he can sum- 
mon -and all the firmness he can command. If the 
Protestant Episcopal Church has never before had a 
chance to this land, I affirm she has it to-day to a 
sense that has never been BO true before to this land 
aud may never be so true again. This is our oppor- 
tunity. Every human heart among us cries aloud 
for some positive faith rooted to utterances so au- 
thenticated that no canald spul among us need long; 
oe 
la doubt 
about them. 
Verily, 
men call 
this an age of much doubt, aud so it is. But 
go With me to the regions where that doubt has had 
its freest range and you will see how it has reacted 
[a the incoming of an era of superstitious beliefs— 
New England, with Its foul scorn or a religion above 
reason, having precipitated by a logical sequence into 
the dreary extravagances of spiritualism, mediums 
ana table rapptngs. I have already said to this place 
ours is a catholic Church, ana because the Church is 
catholic she is Protestant—sternly and unequivo- 
cally Protestant, so long as there continue to exist 
those arrogant pretensions of the Church of the 
Koumn hierarchy. 


WESTMINSTER PHESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


Sermon by the Rev. Mr. BXcJLean, of Bnflblo. 


There was a fair attendance yesterday morning at 


,he above church to hear tills gentleman, one of the 
delegates to the Assembly, and, after the usual de- 
votional exercises, he COOK his text from Romans, 
sixth chapter, twenty-third verse—"The girt of God 
Is eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord." It 
must appear strange that man should not only be 
the object of God'a constant care, and that such a 
stupendous sacrifice should have becu.made for lum. 
Now that it has been ascertained that we occupy 
only a small portion of 
God's mighty king- 


dom 
it seems still 
stranger that such 
in- 


finite love should have been lavished on us. 
Had our little world been blotted 
out what 


comparative loss would it have been among so 
many. What Is man, that God should have done so 
much for him? To go into this question we must 
see what man is. The state of man compared with 
;hat or the lower animals, who have no cate compared 
with him, and for whose bcneilt nature in God has 
spread a bounteous table, would appear far from en- 
viable. But, on tho other side, the immortal charac- 
;er of man makes him a worthy object of Divine 
regard. 
Having commenced to bieatho he can 
never cease to exist. Death cornea not to end the 
life of man, but to Klvc birth to a new and happier 
existence. We should think deeply on the fact that 
we cannot die, and that it is this that endows man 
with no much Importance. Ho cannot die; he lives 
forever. The grave is omy a few steps removed but 
beyond It Is an existence of happiness eternal or 
unceasing misery. Do we feel this ? Do we realize 
this? Do wo take up the Bible as wo ought? we 
should shudder at the thought of annihilation, it is 
revolting to onr soul. But death In sin virtually 
annihilates our existence. Surely, if we are to live 
forever we should inquire into our future exist- 
ence. What is there, happinesa or misery? Who 
knows? Who can tell? Reason has never pene- 
trated the eternal world. Revelation, thanks be to 
God, has drawn aside tho veil. A few years hence tne 
places that now know us shall know ns no more. 
Where shall we be ? In eternity, will that be to us 
an eternity or of misery of buss? What shall we do 
to merit eternal happiness ? How shall we obtain 
such a prize? Unhappily men's thoughts are of 
their bodies, their souis are forgotten. 
How can immortality and happiness, said to bo 
the gift of God—the righteous and tho wicked, 
llve.for evert This is the princely inheritance to all. 
All must live forever. There is no such thing as 
annihilation; but while this is so, and while death is 
the portion of all, and while persona exist who hold 
to the doctrine of the annihilation or tho wicked, 
the wages or sin are not eternal death, but a miser- 
able expiation of earthly shortcomings, and a 
striking contrast to the lot of tne righteous,— 
eternal life through Christ Jeans. 
The latter 
is the great prize set beroro ns or which 
true Christians have a foretaste In this world. It Is 
not an eternal existence that is promised us, bnt an 
immortality of glory. In this world our joys are like 
dreams, our sorrows only too real. The joys of youth 
are only hair remembered to old a«te, while its sor- 
rows are vividly remembered and carried to the 
grave. What a contrast to the future state of the 
r.sntcoua ? wnat language is equal to tho description 


of sn exteteiKK without pam or sorrow, and whose 
joys are real, and eternal ? 
The reverend gentleman then oointed out how by 
piety this great boon may be ours: Although the Bible 
eaya tb»t no wicked man can enter into the 
the kingdom of heaven, by the grace or God eternity 
la only a terrible reality to the unrepentant and a 
glorious one totke penitent, righeous man. One 
may «ay the conditions are too hard. We have lost 
it la true, by sin mnchoJ what we inherited, but God 
comes to us in the person of the Saviour and holds 
out to us the priceless boon, eternity, to those who 
Relieve to Him—a life that never dies, a glory that 
fades not away. This Is eternal lire, a free gift Hue 
any other of those we enjoy, as free as the light of 
day, aa the rlvera rolling to the ocean around tola 
city. 


God haa urged us to accept His girt of eternal life, 
ana who would epura such an ofler as tbls—who 
would reiuse it? God made this gift by giving up 
His Son, and we cannot understand, and never 
flhall, what it was for Him to give him up; bnt we 
only know that it waa an awful sacrifice. What was 
purchased at such an immense price is freely oOered 
and freely bestowed—a free gilt irom God. To re 
ject this gift is to be lost 
At the conclusion of tne sermon the congregation 
who had listened very attentively to it, were dis- 
missed with a benediction. 


THE ALEXANDER PBESBYTEBIAN MISSION CHURCH. 


Discourse by Rev. Dr. Miller. 
last evening the Rev. Dr. Miller preached at this 


church from the following text:—Mlcah, seventh, 
chapter, eighteenth verse, -'He deiighteth to mercy.: 
The preacher, to the course of his remarks, said tha 
a distinction is oiten made between the terms 
"mercy" and "grace." Both are divine favors 
Mercy includes all favors which divine goodness 
bestows. Grace is that favor which saves. God re- 
talneth not His anger for ever, because He de- 
llghteth in mercy. 
Our text teaches us mosi 


plainly that God deiighteth 
to saving losi 


men. 
He does not wantonly suffer one pang 
to amict Hia creatures which His goodness may pre- 
vent. The question is asked if God delights in mercy 
why does he bring thousands and tens of thousands 
of beings into existence who He imows are to suffer 
ages of misery in hell? The answers to this are 
Who shall say to the Almighty, why doest Thou this: 
Another answer is, Whatever the Great Judge of al] 
the earth does is right, and another is that the 
wicked receive only the rewards of their merit. 
God in one sense wills the destruction of sinners, 
and to another sense he does not 
The minister 
of justice on earth, while he is desirous of vindica- 
ting the integrity of the law, yetprononnces senience 
upon the culprit with pain to himself—a duty which 
his humanity recoils at and would fain avoid. Ail 
are familiar with tne New Testament's declarations 
of God's mercy:—" God so loved theiworld that Ha 
gave His only begotten son," &c- He delightethm 
m mercy. He has no pleasure m the death of the 
wicked. He is not willing that any should perish, 
bnt that all suould come to him aud be saved. 
The promise to fallen Adam in the garden 
of Eden is reproduced time and again through the 
sacred Scriptures. Never did mortal man rush to 
the scaffold where the despairing criminal tremblec 
in the lace of ignominious death, with the news of 
pardon, with a thrill of joy like that with which our 
Saviour announced himself the ransom for our race. 
Nowhere does the Lord's delight in mercy show it- 
self so prominently as in Jesus Christ, ana him cru- 
clflea; aud since having, given us His only son the 
Father must give us all things. He has also bestowed 
on us TTta holy spirit to comfort ns ana t"o strive with 
us against sin. When we stand by Jesus to Geth- 
semene, or hanging on the cross, we see to the 
travail of His soul the working of His infinite love 
how that, though rich, yet lor our sakes He became 
poor, and even gave Hunsett to die the ignominious 
death of the cross that the world niight not perish. 
On that cross, therefore, that whole prophetic cycle 
of reckoning ana condemnation is summed np anc 
fulfilled. It is a faithful saying-, and worthy of all ac- 
ceptation, that Christ came into the world to save 
sinners. Let not any of us risk that eternal woe o 
which the most poignant pang will be the recollec- 
tion that God held out to us the offers of salvation, 
that He loved us and besought ns to accept pardon, 
and we rejected it. 


THE BRICK PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


Sleeting: of tho'Board of Foreign Missions. 
A meeting of the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 


Missions was held last evening at the above church, 
which was crowded to overflowing. Dr. Murray 
presided, and introduced the various speakers. Dr. 
Heppern, on being presented, opened the proceed- 
ings with an account of his experiences in Japan, 
showing how, on the commencement iof 
tfce 


mission .there, he was molested In the execution 
of his duties. After a battle with the authorities he 
at last succeeded to founding something like a mis- 
sionary station. He found, however, that more pro- 
gress was made by teaching English than by prose- 
lyting. The Japanese are very anxious to learn 
English, and a great deal of success was obtained 
by Instructing them in that language, and in 
sciences, medical Knowledge, &c.—in lact, civilizlno 
them aud preparing them iorthe great work. This 
state of thmgs was broken up by the war, the Jap- 
anese government ordering all foreigners to leave, 
not, however, without the speaker receiving evidence 
of affection ana esteem Irom his pupils. The pros- 
pects to this country are favorable to the continuance 
of the mission, especially at Yokohama and Naga- 
saki. The late revolution has wonted wonders. The 
Mikado has inaugurated a new era of progress—one 
favorable to the cause of Christianity and missionary 
work. The religion, too. of the country is undergo- 
ing a change, tho Buddhist priests naving made 
steps towards affiliating themselves with Chris- 
tianity. 
The commercial progress 
made is 
something fabulous, a progress which invari- 
ably 
leads to 
the 
opening of the eyes of 
a nation. The future of Japan does not admit of a 
doubt. He who has worked such marvels has had 
nothing to view bnt its future conversion to Chris- 
tianity. The speaker to conclusion hoped that both 
moral and substantial aid would be given the mis- 
sion, which needs it immediately. 
The next speaker was Dr. Macarthy, who confined 
himself 
to the people 
or China. 
Chinamen 
are said 
to 
be 
conceited 
and 
overbear- 
Insr. 
This 
Is a mistake; 
for there 
Is no 
more difference 
between them than between 
the different nationalities of Europe. Some or the 
Inhabitants of Chtoa, lijce them, are more or less so, 
but the majority are open to conviction and are a 
sagacious, though superstitious race. The speak- 
er's experiences were happy. In 1843 he com- 
menced operations m Ntoirpo, and to 1845 they were 
continued in earnest. They then had a dispensary, 
school and printing press. The progress made soon 
spread to Hang Chow, Shanghai and Pekin. 
In Nlngpo now there are four ordained min- 
isters, 
and 
the 
present 
educational system 
is most satisfactory, all the booksjusea in similar in- 
stitutions are being used there. The Church services 
apart from the difference of language, are precisely 
the same as in this country. The speaker defended 
at lengin the missionary system abroad, and cited 
cases of pla^ es where real and encouraging successes 
have been gamed. He said that had he a hundred 
lives and a hundred fortunes, he would devote them 
to the work he has been engaged on. 
Alter the singing of the 381st hymn the Rev. Dr. 
Markhamj came forward, and to a lengthy, energetic 
speech defended the cause, and askea for aia from 
tuose present to wipe out the debt clinging to the mis 
slon and to enable It to continue its labors, He referred 
Co India and tne good work now being done there 
by British and American missionaries, and did not 
spare the detostibacjtrade to opium carried on to 
China, and concurred in the remarks of the 
last speaker, defending Chinamen from the charge 
of being conceited ana overbearing. The future of 
China was drawn by him In glorious colors, but he 
said that civilization must, aa to all cases, pave the 
way to i Christianity there giving some amusing 
instances of the superstitions now prevalent in that 
country against telegraphy, railroads, &c. 


After some appropriate remarks by Mr. G. H. 
Stuart, or Philadelphia, a handsome collection was 
made aud a hymn belug sung, the benediction was 
given and the congregation dispersed, much edifl ed 
with what they had heard. 


SECOND STREET PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 
Sermon by Kev. Dr. Skinner. 


Rev. Dr. Skinner delivered a sermon at the Second 


Street Presbyterian church last evening, taking as 
his text the 22d verse of the 2lst chapter of St. Mat- 
thew:—" Pilate saltu unto them, what snail I do tnen 
with Jesus, which Is called Christ? They all say 
unto him, let him be crucified." 
The preacher 


opened with a glowing commentary on the life and 
sufferings of Ohrlat, His trial and delivery to execu- 
tion by Pontlns Pilate. He saw many resemblances 
between Pontius Pilate and the sinner of to-Oay, 
aud asked, "What will you do with Jesus?" The 
sinner, ho continued, must decide for or against 
cnrlst; he cannot escape the responsibility. It Is a 
question of rebellion or allegiance to Jesus Christ 
which is brought to his heart; to accept Him as a 
rlend, to« honor Him as his Prince. Saviour and 
Lord, or to give him np, like Pontius Pilate aid, to 
execution, to crucifixion. No power can change the 
alternative, and at the same tlmo.no delay can 
be allowed. The difficulties of accepting Christ In- 
crease with overy day's, with every hour's procrasti- 
nation. The alternative is complete aud full, and 
emboalea an everlasting acceptance, or an cverlasc- 
ng rejection. There is one point oi analogy between 
;he sinner and Pilate, and that Is worldly motives. 
Piiato had a high regard for his pilaoner, Christ; no 
one can read the record and not be struck with the 
forcible impressions made by Christ on Pilate; he 
acfendea Him openly, maintained His course, and 
ret delivered Him to n» enemies, although wasti- 
ng his hands of all responsibility to the matter, 
>ecause pride, station— worldly motives— dictated a 
course foreign to his heart, and when tne Jews cra- 
jjfled Christ they had no Intellectual appreciation of 
Us character, as was shown by tho Gospel and even 
the dying words of the Saviour. Hero, beyond

."?*! doc8 tQO action of tho sinner to rejecting

ns Christ correspond with, the action of the Jews. 
Does hereject Him from ignorance of His true char- 
icterf Does he refuse Him on the supposition that 
J« ^R8 an Informer, a blasphemer, an imposier? 
Ho believes otherwise, since he looks upon film as 
one who will return to a»aert His authority and sit 
upon His throne or glory. The prcactrer reviewed his 
own life; he hod crnci.led Christ; had been faacl- 
laten with worldly pleasures; hut at length the veil 
had been lifted from his eyes anrt he took Inn Christ 
»s his Saviour, ami humbly believed that Cl.rlst ac- 
cepted hip*, 'io would tho hearer see the nuth. It 


would be forced upon him by his humanity, hi* 
sense of Justice, his apprehension of immortality. 


SOUTH ma-asEB RHUHCH, 


Sermon by Rev. Dr. Kchenck. 


There wag a good attendance' last evening at tne 


above church. Dr. Atwater waa expected to preacn, 
bnt was prevented so doing, and hia place was ably 
supplied by the Rev. Dr, Schenct, who, alter the 
ordinary devotional exercises, mounted the pulpit 
and gave an admirable sermon from Matthew xiL, 
41, "The men of Nineveh shall rise in judgment with, 
this generation and shall condemn it, because they re- 
pented at the preaching of Jonas, and tehold a greater 
than Jonas is here." The plain meanine of this 
passage is not that the Ninevites should actually and 
personally testify against others, but that their con- 
duct to a somewhat similar case should illustrate 
the guilt of tnose who rejected Christ and Ms in- 
structions. Thua they should condemn the unbe- 
lieving hearers of the Gospel by exhibiting their 
condemnation as more clearly deserved. The speaker 
then ably and graphically described the magnificent 
city of Utoeveh. and gave the circumstances otsthe 
case of its inhabitants, which to the day of judg- 
ment shall illustrate the uuilt or those who reject 
the Lord Jesus Christ and his instructions. 
The appearance and reception of Christ were then 
compared with those of Jonah, the prophecies fore- 
shadowing the Saviour's advent being nncomradic- 
tible as well as numerous and their f ululment even 
more so. It is not, however, upon the greatness of 
the preparatory ana attending circumstances of 
his appearing that the 
Saviour rounds the 
warning to the text; there is another and 
greater ground upon which all this wonder- 
ful 
train 
or attending 
circumstances 
and 
proof was based. Jonah only went as ambassador 
for God to Nmevah, but Christ came to his own and 
his own received him not. The history of our Lord 
was then portrayed with its long list of wrongs, 
of charges of blasphemy, falsehood, &c.—the cry 
of "Away with him, away with, him." The 
lot ol Sodoin 
and Gomorrah, m the 
day 
of 
judgnieai saall be much more 
tolerable 
tnan for these. 'Ihe reverend gentleman said 
that he was, however, not addressing a congregation 
of Jews, but of Christians, one composed or a greater 
or smaller number of them, of merely nominal 
Christians, convinced by education and the force of 
example of the truth of all that has yet been 
said. 
The guilt or the Jews, as shown, was 
deepened by contrast with the conduct of the 
Ntoevites, but he would lead them to auotner 
principle most clearly revealed by onr Saviour. 
It was that where the truth as it is in Jesus is pro- 
claimed or in any way known, that truth stands as it 
were in the place of Christ. P^H jown divinity was, 
as it were, communicated to the truth which He an- 
nounced, so that wherever it be met or by whatever 
medium communicated it still remains divine truth. 
The Lord Jesus wherever speafemg of H'a word is 
found as it were there present, where His truth is 
present. As for instance m the invitation "Come 
unto me, all ye that labor and are heavy laden." 
It results from this that every hearer of the gospel 
is brought into direct and personal contact with the 
Son of God, aud it would be well for every one if 
they could be brought to think so. The uncertainty 
of the time allotteu ns for repentance—the certainty 
of the judgment-day—should weigh greatly with 
those wavering between indifference and iiodluiesa. 
What bitterness it would add to onr perdited selves, 
if, as we passed Into the Almighty presence, we 
should hear our condemnation, reiterated from to- 
numerable lips saying:—"We had no Gospel, no Son 
of jGod to proclaim to us his free salvatiou; we had 
no such offers of mercy snch as yon enjoyed, and 
richly have you deserved your doom." ,ln conclu- 
sion the reverend orator urged on ms hearers the 
necessity of seizing on tne salvation God holds ont 
to us before it be too late. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES ES BROORLIS. 


PLYMOUTH CHAPEL. 


Sermon by the Kev. Henry Ward Bcecner. 
The Kev. Henry Ward Beecher has been to the 


habit of devoting one Sunday evening every two 
months to services in the chapei in Hicks street, near 
Pulton street, Brooklyn, and last evening he delivered 
his last address for the season. A large audience 
gathered to hear the famous orator employ his ad- 
mirable and polished style of denunciation; the

noble to the consciences of men, his cutting jaervous 
periods Jn popular faults, his graceful humor, mas- 
terly invective, theatrical illustration, and copious 
stream of pointed figures, which rippled from his 
lips to his own inimitable intonation to one ol the 
most eloquent expositions of the parables of Christ 
probably ever heard from, a metropolitan pulpit. 
The reverend gentleman considered the parable 
of the woman and the ten pieces, which, he said, 
to a similar manner presents that great truth 
embodied la "Lik'ewise I say unto you there is joy 
to the presence of the angels of God over one sinner 
tbat repenteth." Continuing, he said, that the most 
beautiful ana effective or all tho parables related by 
Christ 13 that of Che prodigal son- "A certain man 
had two sons, and the younger of them said to his 
father, give me the portion of goods that falletn to 
me; and he divided unto them his living." Yes, 
one of these was a younger son, the pet, perhaps, of 
the lamily; and you have doubtless seen this type; 
he Is the "precious little darling," a spoiled, pam- 
pered child, who, allowed to grow up under the cars 
of parents that look not to the necessity that he 
must be taught habits of steady industry, becomes 
a fast young man and is above work. Every boy 
should be skilled to some useful manual occupation. 
Each one should know how to plough, how to saw 
to hew, to cut and chop wood, to cultivate the soil, 
and to this seaport city to navigate a boat and prove 
himself master or more than one element, ir these 
points are neglected when the large inheritance 
ceases to support the man that was Idle aud un- 
trained when a boy, and when he becomes a bank- 
rupt and no longer able to maintain hia opulent 
post, then he begins to feel his utter hopelessness. 
He is alone. 
The Kind, Christian teachings 
of 
far-seeing 
parents 
do 
not 
avail, 
be- 
cause they have never been given, and this 
is his condition. This prodigal sou, like manv 
to onr day, was ambitions to make a parade of hfs 
wealth; he asked his father lor his portlou, for he 
did not want to wait till Ids parent's death. This 
mama, now rife in the community, to cut a flash, is 
a dangerous shoal. The young man gets a little 
money; he is vain; he says ihat his neighbor that 
has a great deal more is purse-proud; but the young 
man continues, and should fortune favor, he, him- 
self, becomes arrogant and purse-proud. 
"And 
not many days alter the younger son gathered 
all together and took nte Journey into a far 
country, and there wasted his substance to 
riotous living." Not so bad was it that this 
prodigal son left his home and went Into a far coun- 
try, because it is always manly and Independent for 
a youth to start out with the idea that to his ruture 
he is to be his own support; but when one goes to 
escape the restraints imposed by Christian parents, 
to evade their fond instruction and to avoid follow- 
ing their well consldeyd counsels, when he breaks 
away, then he IsculpaOIeand cowardly. "Ana there 
wasted his substance in riotous living." How sug- 
gestive this sentence! to It we see the fine, hand- 
some and intelligent young man, full of hope and 
promise, begin his career of sm amid the flowers 
and the sweets of life. He becomes fast; he imag- 
ines that to stand to front of a bar and 
drink, to be convivial over wine and 
fast 
horses is being sociable, warm hearted aud filled 
with the generous impulses of youth. He keeps on; 
hli career is one of excitement and hilarity. He en- 
joys himself; but this !s but one phase of a terrible 
lact, the bright side of a dark picture. Who Jill 
your hospitals with rottenne-ss, with shattered con- 
stitutions and bankrupt minds ? Who occupy your 
poorhouses and eat the bread of public charity, and 
who tho lunatic asylums with wild and frantic 
yells? Go there. That young man was once the son 
of a governor of a State, that one had a prominent 
lawyer for his father, aud in the corner yonder you 
see all that is 
left 
of 
a minister's son 
Look about your 
street corners, 
to 
the 
sewers and by-lanes. Note that manwno holds out 
his trembling, aching hand that itches for your 
smallest clianty. He was once a young man In tho 
flist phase of dissipation- and thus it is the proces- 
sion of sins moves on—gambling, drinking, degra- 
dation, bodily pains, misery and damnation. How 
strikingly this is shown to the parable—When the 
sou had spent his portion he was sent into the fields 
"to,feed swlncl" In the old Mosaic law a hog was 
the foulest of animals. The Jews would not eat its 
meat, and prohibited even personal contact with 
one of the species. 
Then tnink what must 
lave been hia degradation to consort with nogs, to 
be only the equal of a hog. Soon the small spark of 
manhood glowed within him, and he exclaimed, "I 
will arise and go to my father aud say unto him, 
•"ather, I have stoned against heaven and to thy 
night, and am no more worthy to be called thy son." 
He returned, was seen afar off by his father, who ran 
and fell upon his neck ana kissed him; the 
atted calf waa killed, and the people round 
about 
gathered 
at 
his father's 
house and 
made merry. Thus it win be with God when He sees 
hat you sincerely repent of your sins and that you 
dcalro to live In the sunlight of His lovtog kindness 
He will help and guide you; He will nourish the itttla 
park into a great flame of religious devotion; Ho 
iad much rather assist than punish, and you have 
nly to accept Hia word and find redemption and 
alvatlon.

household. This objection is replied to by St. Cnry- 
sostom and St. Augustine, who declare that onr pas- 
sions and self-gratlflcatlon-tax us very largely; and 
St. Ambrose sums np the case to this forcible argu- 
ment:—-When you are placed before the bar of God 
will yon plead that you had nothing to give? Then 
will the demons ol sensuality and avarice arise and 
accuse 
you 
witn the 
hundreds 
yon 
nave 
spent to the gratification of your passions." 
Nothing can be more conclusive on this point than 
the fate of Dives, who was damned for this sin ofnn- 
cbarltabieness, and for this only. 
The Scripture 
does not mention any other crime aealnst mm. He 
that giveth bountifully will be rewarded an hundred 
fold, 
even, to this world, according to 
the 
declaration 
of Christ himself. 
Even a cup 
of water 
will bring its reward, 
and now 
much, more meritorious wfll it be to relieve 
the poor by substantial aidl Whenever you are 
passing out of the church and have your attention 
directed to that mute messenger of charity, the poor 
box, drop to a penny or two for the relief or God's 
poor, and Christ may thus be able to say to you, "I 
was hungry and ye gave me to eat." 
Tne preacher 
paid a fitting tribute to the labors of the Sisters of 
Charity to behalf or the poor.

sermon would be preached last evening to the Clin- 
ton avenue Methodist Episcopal church by the pas- 
tor, Kev.

"On the 
same authority our rulers were remarkably thick- 
skulled to thinking that the license system was of 
the slightest use in restraining the passion for drink. 
At the present time their sole anxiety was how to 
gain the suffrages of the people at, the next election. 
The license system, Mr. Harcourt further said, 
had done a damned woric to this as well 
as other countries. The poverty- of Ireland was 
solely attributaDle, to the preacher's views, to her 
people's drinking proclivities. The reverend gentle- 
man had not arrived at the "Common Scounorels" 
or the "horse cars" by nine o'clock. 
At several ot the other churches the "Sunday horse 
car question" formed the tnemc of the preaching 
and was strongly denounced. At St. Paul's Episco- 
pal church, to the evening, a very interest- 
tog, 
exhaustive 
and eloquent sermon 
was 
delivered by the Rev. H. G. Ward, of Grace church, 
on the probable state of the departed, subsequent to 
tae dissolution of the body, until the judg- 
ment. The words of I, Thessalonlans, Iv., 13:— 
"T would not have von ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them which are asleep." formed the 
grounaworK bf the discourse- The reverend gentle- 
man argued that there was nothing In Scripture to 
snow that souls went either to heaven or hell after 
deaiti. The good remained In a state of expectant 
happiness until the Judgment hour, While tne bad 
continued in a state of expectant misery until the 
same dread, occasion. Mr. Ward was attentively 
listened to throughout.

The rain storm that prevailed this morning boded 


ill for a large attendance at caurch, but about nine 
o'clock the murky, watery clouds vanished, the sun 
shone ont with cheering splendor and warmth, and 
with eager haste the numerous worshippers donned 
their summer garb and repaired to multitudes to 
their favorite places of devotion. In the Central 
Methodist church on Broad street the Rev. Mr. Han- 
Ion, of Fennington Seminary, delivered a tedious but 
lotncal discourse on the subject of Taith as exempli- 
fied in the opening -verses of the fiist chapter of 
Paul's epistle to the Phillppians. After some intro- 
ductory remarks the reverend speaker said that 
no matter to what circumstances we may be placed, 
and no matter how we mav plunge into life's 
pleasures and cares, God will ever point our atten- 
tion to the zrave, and any frame of mind to which 
we can best direct our thoughts to that sub- 
ject is desirable. St. Paul always alluded with 
great force of argument aud persuasion to the inci- 
dents that .transpired between Damascus and Je- 
rusalem. He always tried to prove that hewas really 
a Christian, and by that means to prove the dlvtoitv 
of Christianity. The light kindled to St. Paul on the 
road to Damascus was never put out: It always glim- 
mered. A remarkable conversion is a ereat bles- 
sing. Many feel a little restless when the question 
of conversion comes np. 
There is one thins: 
regarding ancient conversions that cannot be 
regarded now. That time was a night of darkness. 
It came luce the boom of cannon to the camp of 
peace. But, though the lightning of converting 
grace may now be flashing aa much as then, we can- 
not see its manifestations so vividly. Paul stood to 
a relation to Christ that none of us can expect, and 
this is a very strone reason lor the Apostle's confi- 
dence to God- He sat, as it -were, closeted 
by the hour with 
the great 
Head of the 
Chnrch, 
and 
thus 
had 
a 
basis 
for 
his 
faith. 
His 
manifestations 
in -the 
Roman 
prison and tho revelations disclosed to him fourteen 
years before were enough to dispel from his mind 
any doubt of the divinity of Christianity. Neither 
had Paul any family connections or those attach- 
ments that bind us to earth and make death painful 
He does not allude to such attractions. God thrust 
him out as He did Melchisedek of old, that ne 
might have no family or worldly interests. He had 
reached a period of life in which he had the pleasing 
satisfaction that lire's mission -was fniUlled. -He had 
been preaching for thirty years, and he well might 
rest from his labors. There are two elements 
in heaven. The one is simple admission; the other 
reward. Ihe degree of the latter depends upon the 
amount ot work and devotion. The question of ad- 
mission depends upon mere grace. The only chance 
to the persecution of the Cnristlan now compared 
with Paul's time is that then the punishment was 
external, while now it is internal. There ore flames 
of martyrdom to men's bosoms now. Man may doff 
his hat to the church, but the Devil is the Devil still 
J^et us then have a strong faith that there 
is 
a heaven. 
Let us 
labor through sun- 
shine and storm, through the caliu and troubled sea 
or lire, till we anally enter the portals of a blessed im- 
mortality.

The principal feature of the religious exercises 


here to-day was a collection to all the Roman Catho- 
lic churches for the beneflt of Pope Plus the Ninth, 
the amount thus raised to bo added to the fund 
already collected in Europe to enable his Holiness 
to bear tho expenses of tho approaching Ecumenical 
Council. Some four million dollars were raised for 
this purpose in Europe and liid at the feet of the 
Pope, and the clergymen of this country have en- 
deavored to induce their flocks to contribute with a 
liberality worthy of the object. The collection hero 
to-day was not so large as might have been ex- 
pected, partly on account of the unfavorable 
weather aud partly because sufficient previous 
notice was not given that a collection would be 
taken up. A3 the amounts were not counted to-day 
to some of the churches it is not possible to report 
the exact amount collected, bnt it is safe to state 
that it will be under three thousand dollars. St. 
Mary's congregation appears to have given the 
highest contribution — about five hundred dollars. 
Recently a new Catholic colored church has been 
opened in this city, nndertthe pastoral care or Rev. 
Felix Barrotti, a pious little Italian priest, who was 
sent here by Cardinal Barnabo at the urgent request 
of Archbishop Spaiding, of Baltimore. He spoke 
not one word of English when he arrived, 
but, filled with an 
ardent desire to serve 
the colored race, no soon acquired the language and 
found himself able to minister to the spiritual wants 
of his poor parishioners. The church is dedicated 
to blessed Martin de Torres, and though intended 
lor the particular use or tho colored Catholics, is 
nevertheless patronized by many very respectable 
white people, attracted by the piety and zeal or the 
pastor. To-day Father Barrotti preached a sermon 
from the fifteenth chapter of at. Luke in which he 
explained how the Bible could not be the exclusive 
i ule of faith, which must be clear, complete, as old 
as the Chnrch Itself, universal and accessible to all. 
He quoted the words of Kr. Ives, that "Christ 
assures us that to the poor the Gospel Is preached; 
yet If the Bible Is the rule ol faith instituted by Christ, 
tneji the poor are in a worse condition than tne 
rich." 


To-day Sev. William Sharman delivered a sermon 
at tho Unitarian church, taking for his subject the 
"Decoration Ceremonies" yesterday, and he toot oc- 
casion to make some remarks upon OK so-called 
"desecration." 
Among other things he said that.

COLOMBIA. 


Affairs in Panama—Yellow Fever—Movements 


of the President—3Xosqnera.—-More About the 
Canal—General News. 


PANAMA, May 22,1869. 


The Alaska, from Xew Tort, reached Aspinwall at 


eleven o'cioct on tie night ot the 19th. Her passen- 
gers, mails and cargo were despatched hence lor 
Saa Francisco per steamer Montana on tne. 20th. 


Since tUe sailing or the Rising Star on the 17th 


tliere is little local news to report. The smallpox 
continues to carry ott a few victims dally, though It 
is probably decreasing. The want of anything like 
mortuary statistics prevents the possibilityoriorming 
any idea of the number of deaths that have occurred 
from this or, in fact, from anp canse. People seem to 
come in and go oat or the -world here lite any other 
animal, without the government taking any note of 
them! 


The President still remains m the interior en- 


deavoring to control the elections against ilosquera. 
He may possibly remain there unttl after the elec- 
tions. Another revolution is hinted at iere, but it 
Is scarcely Ucely, with the present forces at the com- 
mand of the government, that such a thing will oc- 
cur, unless the soldiers are bought np, which Is 
within the range of possibility. A curious theft oc- 
curred here on Thursday morning. One of our 
American residents here, Mr. Sdnber, collected 
32,000 in gold from the railroad company and 
brought it to the city in his buggy, where he forgot 
it for a few moments after alighting, ana on re- 
turning to the vehicle he found that It had been, pur- 
loined. Althougn two men have been arrestestl on 
suspicion no traces of the gold nave been yet dis- 
covered. 


Tne sailors or the British ship Kensington, who 


were some time ago fired on by the police at Aspin- 
wall, badly wounded, and afterwards thrown into 
prison, are still retained there, now upwards of 
thirty Jlajs, in chains, without any attention being 
paid to taeir wounds, almost in a state of starvation 
and nakedness, and without any trial or examina- 
tion of any land into tlieur case. Three of these un 
fortunate men are, I learn, Americans, who -served 
three 3 ears in the ijTortiiern army during the war, 
and the fact ha\ 1115 been brought to the nonce of 
Br. Kice, the United States Consul at Aspinwall, he 
is endeavoring to have some investigation made in 
their tase. Thematter has beea brought to the at- 
tention of the Prefect m Asplnwall by the British 
Vice Consul there, but he has obtained no satisfac- 
tion, and the British Consul at this place has now 
taken the matter up, and win see the President to- 
day on the subject. The unfortunate men are thus 
punished simply to gratify the spite of the Protect at 
Aspinwall, who himbelf deserves a place In the 
chain gang for his savage cruelty. 


It was discovered some time ago that a company 


of coiners of false money were at worK in the city, 
and baa issued a large quantity of gold coin which 
they had manipulated by boring out the inside and 
Slung the space with platinum. Although the fact 
-was made public in tbe newspapers hero and repre- 
sented to tho Governor, tlie authorities have taiteu no 
notice of these thieves, and they are still allowed to 
pursue their nefarious trade unmolested. Although 
unable to circulate any great quantity of the altered 
coins in the city, they ha"»e found quite an opening 
for them in the Cauca, from whence reports are 
now coming in reference to them. 


The diving apparatus, submarine boat of tne Paci- 


fic Pearl Company, built here some eighteen months 
ago and lying idle ever since for want of oneans to 
(ret It working, hasrecently been overhauled and put 
in order, aad left Panania for the Pearl Islands on 
tile itth, in tow of a schooner; so if she gets down 
safely we shall ia a couple or weelcs learn whether 
the speculation will prove a success or a failure. Tne 
beautiful little island of San Klmo, the most southern 
of the group, has been rented as the scene of ope- 
rations for the boat. Tne water IB deeper tlian at 
the other islands, but tbe shells are supposed to be su- 
perior, as it has not beau so much llshed round as 
tue others. 


The Koyal West India Mail Steam Pacttet Com- 
pany's steamers will In future touch twice each 
mouth at Kingston, Jamaica, to and from Aspinwall, 
Instead of once, aa hitherto, which will be a great 
relief to the islanders. These vessels will hereafter 
coal at Kingston instead of at St. Thomas and Aspln- 
wall, aa formerly. This will greatly lacilitate mail 
communication between Jamaica and the United 
States. 


The latest dates from Bogota, received via Buena- 
ventura, are-to the 27th 01 April. Considerable ex- 
citement existed in regard to politics, the joining 
of the conservatives with the liberals against the 
ultra radicals being now, as I told you before, armost 
certain to Insure tlie election of General Hosqnera 
for President of the republic, unless the government 
party control the polls by die military and pre- 
vent honest voting, which It will in all proba- 
bility resort to rattier tnau suffer defeat. Mosquera's 
term of banishment does not expire until next 
September, nut a strong elfort is being made in Con- 
cress to have his senteuce rescinded, so as to allow 
Him to return to this country at once, In which event 
Ms election might be considered certain under any 
ciroumstances. His return to power would not be 
in anr way favorable to a renewal of a treaty with 
the United suites of America for the opening of a" 
canal across ibis isthmus, as he has a deadly hatred 
against everything American since lie discovered, 
when In Europe a lew years ago, that he is tho uncle 
of tlie Empress EugCnle and \vaa invited one day to 
breakfast wltn her. '1 he sweats of the Panama llall- 
road Company experienced a sample of his predllcc- 
nons In favor of Europe as against the States when 
they attempted to procure from him In iw»7, when he 
was President of the republic, & renewal of tho 
railroad chatter, against which he was so doc;- 
gediy~iopposed that It was found necessary to 
create a revolution at the capital and have him uud- 
denlv imprisoned In order to get him out of the way, 
so that the company mignt secure the renewal to 
which it was so well entitled. This also sticks In the 
old man's gizzard, to the prejudice ot Americans: 
lor, although it is not for a moment supposed that 
the railroad company's agents had anything what, 
ever to do with his unexpected overthrow, still he, 
no doubt, attributes his downfall and banishment to 
them. 
The present President or the republic, Gen- 
eral Santos Gutleriez, seems jnoat anxious to have 
top canal treaty renewed or to have Borne other con- 
tract entered into lor the excavation of the canal. 
On tne ild he scut a message Co Congress asking the

propositions approved In the Senate and pro- 
posed by the Committee of Foreign Relations to 
examine the proposals of British capitalists for the 
opening of an interoceanlc canal.

A strong 
feeling exists against tho renewal of the treaty with 
the United states, and many of the members favor a 
contract with a private company in preference to 
placing the matter in the hands of a foreign govern- 
ment.

At the last moment, and while tne steamer to 


carry tuts communication is almost sounding its 
parting whistle, your correspondent has learned 
from the Department or Foreign Affaire that the 
government of Peru has recognized the Cuban pat- 
riots as belligerents, and has decided to grant them 
all of the privileges attendant: on that character. 
The example of Peru, I am credibly Informed, will 
be immediately followed by the remainder -of the 
allied republics of the Paciflc, and Cuba may gain a 
sensible advantage by this action. Yet, when tt is 
considered that Peru, with her allies, has Officially 
consented to the proposition of the United States 
relative to a settlement of the pending question with 
Spain, her present step appears to be rather ill- 
advised, since it will prevent the Intended confer- 
ence and only augment the troubles which, Ecuador, 
one 
of 
the 
allies, 
has 
always 
suffered 


from the contlnnanee of the useless struggle. Peru, 
however, has, since the commencement of the Span- 
ish difficulty, sent agents to Cuba fox the purpose of 
fomenting the trouble which nas at last broken out, 
and now thints proper to faacK up her former action 
Dy more vigorous measures. It will of course be ap- 
parent that Peru, cannot assist the patriots mate- 
rially by her recognition, but it opens the war to 
others, and.TvUl.it is hoped, aid the efforts of the noble 
Cespedes, with lus supporters, to gain, the end they so 
richly deserve. Your correspondent, owing to the 
want of time, has been nnable to ascertain, the drift 
of public opinion here on the subject; bnt from the 
few opportunities he has had to iearn the current of 
ponnlar reeling believes that the masses will heartUy 
endorse the executive action. 


Anniversary of tie Spanish Defeat—A 


Commissioner—Political State of the Coon, 
try—Public

Tho mird anniversary of the defeat of the Spanish 


fleet in Callao was celebrated with, very general en- 
thusiasm. The 2d and 3d were proclaimed least days 
by means of the "OanOo, the Prefect with a body of 
troops marching through the city and publishing the 
notice at the corners of the principal streets. The 
batteries In Callao went through, a very correct 
representation, as far as noise was concerned, of the 
battle, tue people were highly liberal in their patron- 
age of groggeries, and the ladies and children, ani- 
mated by taefesHve scene, got themselves up in the 
red and white Peruvian colors, mating the streets 
appear iise an animated barber's pole. Still the 
country has reason to be proud of the esjrtoit tha 
commemorates the day, and keeping its memor 
fresh m the manner described goes far towards pre 
serving its unity and peace. The municipality of Lima 
appropriated a consloerable sum to be awarded to tai 
widows and children of the civilian volunteers who 
fell under the Spanish ire, the government of course 
taloug good care of those unfortunates who lost 
their protectors to the fight. Tue smoke of the fire 
worfis and the radiant dresses have, however, long 
since disappeared, and the city wears its usual as- 
pect, while the turkey buzzards appear to have com- 
pletely regained their customary equanimity. 


Luna has been fortunate this year in escaping the 


yellow fever, that so terribly afflicted her dutmg 
1868. Up to the present time only about 300 persons 
have died from the pestdence, against nearly u oou 
that perished during she same period last year In 
Tacna and several other of the Southern towns the 
epidemic still continues, and probably will not dis- 
appear until the damp, cold weather or June. An 
account has been already given to the readers of 
the HERAXJ) of the terrible scenes that have taken 
place in Tacna and the more than decimation or its 
inhabitants. 


By the last steamer Mr. Talerl, sent by the Cuban 
patriots to this country, arrived here, aua the prin 
cipal object or his mission is stated to be a request 
to the Government ol Peru that the monitors now 
on. their voyage to the republic be lent to the patri- 
ots. After the solemn promise of the Peru\ ian Min- 
ister in "Washington that these vessels would commit 
no aggressive act acauist Spain during their transit 
acquiescence to such a request TV ould be Impossible 
more especially as the United States la at present 
endeavormg to effect a peace between bpain and the 
allied republics. 


Tne political condition of the country is now con- 
sidered by those most naturally interested in the 
tranquillity and peace of the republic as highly sat^ 
isiajtory. 
The great Ougdear of the adminis- 
tration commander, Lizardo Montero, whose ex- 
ploits 
have 
been 
already 
narrated 
to 
the 
readers or the HERALD, has disappeared, . and 
with him appear to have vanished the fears that 
sometime since existed of a revolution against the 
powers that be. Indeed, the government of Colonel 
13alta has so exactly complied with all constitutional 
requirements, and has been so excessively cautious 
in treading upon delicate ground, that no motive 
could be alleged for revolt, and without some ap- 
parent canse revolutions would fail even m thetr 
Javonte country, Peru. The reports that have re- 
cently arrived from the interior miorm us that uni- 
versal tranquuity reigns throughout the republic, 
and it Is tn be lu.pi.-a that Balta's term may pass by 
without the recurrence of those bloody and general- 
ly more than useless episodes lhat have hitherto 
marked the history of this country. The present 
government is so deeply impressed with the salurary 
idea of progress m public works—thereby not only 
advancing the interests of the republic, but also 
giving employment to me dlssatislled and idle—that 
It would be greatly to be regretted should any out- 
break occur. 


The main object of the Cabinet Is to further the 
construction of railways throughout the republic, 
and the steps hitherto taken have proven very effec- 
tual. A surplus of several millions of dollars re- 
mains In the hands or the Peruvian bankers in Lon- 
don, from a loan raised some years since, and the 
different companies formed here to build railways 
have enlarged their action by obtaining a portion of 
these bonds from the government, putting tuem In 
the market and guaranteeing the payment of the in- 
terest, and thus improving their or.-n credit without 
in the end Injuring the government, since the rail- 
ways ore mortgaged for the full amount of the com- 
panies' Indebtedness. Ihls ftn.q been practised by 
several corporations, while Mr. Jielgs is building 
directly lor the government. All the railways now 
under Hay are being rapidly pushed on. The time 
for opening the bids made for the Transandme Hue 
is drawing near, and from all appearances It seems 
tnat Mr. ileigs will be the constructor. The impor- 
tant road from Lima to Pisco, the great wine and 
brandy producing centre of Peru, has not yet been 
commenced, the government having gl\en the pro- 
posals to a committee of engineers, and their report 
is dally expected. The bid of Mr. Alvarez caldcron 
to construct the road with his own funds, the gov- 
ernment guaranteeing eight per cent interest on *ill 
sums expended, appears to De the most lavorablc 
for the country. 
A very important order has recently been Issued 
to the prefects and sub-prefects or the different de- 
partments, directing them to immediately cause all 
delectlve roads aud bridges to be repaired aud 
Kept in perfect condition. Such an order in the 
United fatat.es would be superfluous, but hero, 
where the meicbauts of the capital are deprived or 
the cov eted presence of buyers by the bad state of 
the highways, the matter is of considerable Im- 
portance. 
One of tho most celebrated banging 
bridges of Peru, lhat of Jequtepeque, is to be re- 
placed by an iron suspension, the first ever erected 
In the very heart of the Andes. 
The beauty of Mr. 
Church's picture might not be improved by this ad- 
dition, but the material comiort.aud security of the 
dwellers near that romantic spot will be greatly 
augmented. In every branch of public wort Peru is 
certainly prouressmn. 
The foundries to Lima are 
working night and day on the machinery for sugar 
plantations, and hardly a steamer arrives without 
bringing valuable caclnea ror the same estates. 
Tne commerce 
in 
tiugar between Peru 
and 
California 
is 
very 
cpnsiuerable, 
and 
the 
proflta resulting to the producers here 
are 
highly satisfactory to the interested parties. 
General KllpatricE and family arrived by the last 
steamer from Panama, en route for Uiue. lie is now 
the guest of our Minister here. General Hovey. 
Americans Ia Pern have learned with great satisfac- 
tion that this Legation will not be changed, and 
although General Hovcy proceeds shortly to the 
United states, on leave of absence, we ore assured 
of his prompt return. His great popularity here 
among his own countrymen and in Peruvian circles 
proceeds from ni3 efficient services as Minister and 
eminent social qualities. President Grant, In con- 
tinuing him iu office, again recognizes the claims 
that one of the foremost of the Vlctaburg heroes 
Has upon the country. 


CHILE. 


Political Ncwo—Cnbnn Independence—Indhm 


Troubled. 


VALPARAISO, May, 3,1889. 


Tho weary qnestlou of Impeachment agalnae tlio 


Supreme Court Is approaching death. Five of the 
most prominent mcmbere of the Senate have 
formally insisted that the matter be Instantly acted 
upon, and the unwarranted delay that has already 
taken place remedied by prompt and decisive steps. 
The Impeaching committee sought, by a variety of 
methods, to gain time for a further prosecution of 
their scheme, bnt fortunately the provisions of the 
law relating to such proceedings were immediately 
cited, and the object of the committee defeated. The 
question has therefore new to bo speedily resolved, 
liaa tho supreme Court been culpably derelict or 
not in the discharge of ita dntleif The country Is 
tired of the matter and Impatient at a charge 


that prevents the court from deciding many Import- 
ant cases now pending before U, and moreover it Is 
the general desire that this accusation, in the first 
place trumped up for party purposes and always 
used as a threat against the liberal party, be sum- 
marily decided and done away wia. SeDor Sanfu- 
entes, the Ben Butler of the Chilean Congress, is 
fairly baffled; but, not possessing the ability of his 
prototype, has been chewing the cud or mortulcation 
for some weeks past wJth the greatest assiduity, 
deserted by his friends and reviled by his enemies. 
In other particulars the political condition of the re- 
public is uninteresting. A large 
organisation, 
known as the Reform Cmb, Is being formed tnrou-'li- 
out the country, with the object of wmnta" the as- 
sistonce of the people to those important measures 
or electoral reform which form the chief desire of 
the liberal party. 


The Indian war lias assumed a more favorable as- 
pect for the national arms. Serious troubles nave 
broKen out among the Indians themselves One of 
the caciques recently organized a formidable expe- 
dition and fell suddenly upon tne Southern frontier 
towns of tne Argentine Kepuelic. The attack tooK 
the inhabitants bv surprise, and the bootv obtained 
by the pillagers was very considerable- but on the 
return from the foray the successful raiders were m 
turn assailed by the lorces of the great cacique or the 
South, Quiliapan,who, having been unjustly depilved 
of their naiural resources by the piesence of the gov- 
ernment troops m the Chilean settlement?, H ere suf- 
fering from hunger, and took this means of gratm- 
mg their appetite. The nrst party ol spoilers were 
completely stripped of their booty, and on their arri- 
val at their own province a large force of warilors 
was pnt in motion to avenge the attack of Quiliap.in 
and regain, tho twice stolen spoils. Hence a w ar 
among the Indians themselves appears to be proba- 
ble. "When rogues lali out." £c. 
The cause of Cuba has alwavs awaK»ned great 
sympathy in Chile, fcot only from the desire to see 
the island independent, bnt also from the intense 
hatred borne towards Spam since the bombardment 
of Va'paralso. Yet Cuile has never by any formal 
act expressed her sympathy or affection for ttie 
struggling Cubans, and the goveinment has uow 
been called upon to express the programme to be 
followed. This c<ai was made in the semue bj air. 
Lastama, one of the most distinfuished puohcists 
of the republic, and the answer is eagerly looked for. 
There is, however, one great difficulty standing m 
the way. Chile has agreed with Peru, Bolivia auJ ' 
Ecuador to send plenipotentiaries to Washington K. 
meet a Spanish envoy and treat for peace; and 
now, 
if 
the independence ol Cuba is recog 
nized 
by Chile, and 
arms and ammunition 
sent to the patriots, the Spanish eavov above 
referred to would not be apt to Keep his appoint- 
ment, and upon the shoulders of CUue the whole 
weight of the lailure of the negotiation would tali 
Theiefore your correspondent is inclined to tnmk. 
that the Cubans, although they most absarediy de- 
serve aid and sympathy, will receive more ol tlie 
latter than the former from this republic. 
The relations between this government and the 
Argentine Republic have uot for some tune past 
been upon a satisfactory footing. President SJrmi- 
ento, however, has sent a Minister here to re- 
move all cause ou taerr part for quarrel or misun- 
derstanding, and the government of Chile has re- 
cently named Don Bommgo Santa liana to defini- 
tively arrange all pending questions and celebrate a 
treaty (nth cue Argentine representative, lir. Santa 
Maria was the co-hero with Prado in tne alliance

against Spain. 


The new steamer Magallanes, cunt especially for 
the line established between this port and Europe, 
ainved here on the 24th ult. She is a magnificent 
vessels of 4,000 tons, and is the 
flrstoffour 
of the 
same class now being rapidly completed. This line, 
in spite ol the loss of the Santiago, has been remark 
aoly successful, and the directory in England pro- 
pose devoting a great deal of attention to the man- 
ner In which it can even be made more profitable. 
At present the number of passengers from here, and 
the large cargoes of cotton and sliver convened from 
Pern to Europe, make the line exceed the first ex- 
pectation formed of its success. 


The 2d of May, third anniversary of the Peruvian 
victory over the Spanish squadron at Callao, was re- 
membered here with considerable enthusiasm, al- 
thongii an enviousleelin<j still rankles in the Chilean 
bieast, when that success la compared with the \ al- 
paralso affair. 


The Indian war appears to have been suspended, 
and, as mentioned in my last communication there 
are strong hopes that a treaty can be arranged with 
the savages, who are not only becoming tireil of this 
useless strue, but are also busily employed in ilehtm™ 
each other. That war should be encouraged and 
stimulated by the government, as tue best means of 
getting rid of a formidable enemy and, luveterate 
cattle stealer. 


BOLIVIA. 


Condition of the Country—ProsECES of Mcl- 


garcjo. 


LIMA, May 12,1SG9. 


"We are In receipt of no news or importance from 
Bolivia. Since General Melgarejo's assumption of 
dictatorial powers the country has been perfectly 
quiet, as that cmi/p d'etat did away with the motive 
for previous revolutions—the constitution of 18G5. 
The alarm spread by the movement of Afelgarcjo 
with his army towards; the Peruvian frontier has 
completely subsided, since the object of the expedi- 
lon, already communicated to the HERALD, was 
onud to be merely the reception and escort of the 
Bishop ot La Paz, recently consecrate! in Pnuo, 
Peru. The march of the Dictator was a perfect ova- 
tion from the people of the country tiirouiru which 
the army passed. As the troops passed aver tbe 
battle field where Melgarejo in 1864 gained, his deci- 
sive victory, he rode along the lines and made a 
really eloquent speech to his veterans! whom, by the 
way, he cares lor with the same solicitude as was 
shown by the creat Napoleon for his legions. The 
onlv difficulty In Bolivia appears to be the national 
exchequer, and the unfortunate people are obliged 
to submit to the only remedy in the hands or the 
government—forced loans and exactions of cattle and 
provisions or all kinds. As the Inhabitants ol the 
republic are. however, accustomed to this mode of 
procedure, there Is no novelty in their misfortune. 


MEXICO. 


The Civil War in Tnuitmlipns—Minnttnontli of 


the Several Leaders—Mexican Raiderft Into 
Te^oM—aadiciiil Co-operation Against Them. 


MATAMOROS, May 21, I860. 


The revolution that has been In progress Jor seve- 


ral months past under the leadership of Branlio 
Vargas Is assuming larger proportions and threat- 
ens the present order of things here. Colonel Ser- 
vando Canales, a well known chieftain; after with- 
drawing for several months from active participa- 
tion In the affairs of the State, recently crossed from 
the State of Texas, near Einggotd Barracks, with a 
few followers and published his pronurtciamlenU). 
He has already, it is said, 700 men, and recruits 
coming In. He is operating near Camargo, and, being 
quite popular, will concentrate quite a formidable 
army. The present order of things here Is seriously 
threatened. The insurgents now aie-near "Charco 
Escoudlllo," near which General Cortina is watching 
them. He sent In to Matamoros foe retniorcemcnts, 
and on the 19th Inst. about 200 troops under Colonel 
Cabanas were sent out to his assistance. On tho 
arrival of these reinforcements General Cortina 13 
expected to attack the rebels. 


Uharco Escondillo is not distant more than twenty- 
five mUes from Camargo, and Cauales now com- 
mands all of the division of rebels lu that vlcmitv. 
Braullo Vargas is moving about between Tampico 
and Victoria, and General Cucstro commands the 
party composing tlie centre. One report has it that 
General Carvajal Is also connected with tne move- 
ment^ while others say he Is qaici on his ranch. 
It Is certain Oanales has visited Him rccentl y. 


We nave another report that. General Kscobedo 
who has been to the city of Mexico to arrange for a 
campaign has been captured on his return. He has 
troops near Tula, but although much has been 
expected 
of 
him 
little 
has 
been 
accom- 
plished. It Is said he Is protecting his ranches in 
that neighborhood instead of actively trying to sup- 
press the revolution. General Cortina Is suspected 
of favoring the revolution, and fears aro expressed 
of his sending rorjreLnlorcomonta to withdraw troops 
from Alatamoros^and tnus present a favorable op- 
portunity for him to enter by a quick movement; 
but I doubt this. Ho and Caualca are deadly ene- 
mies and would jiot be likely to operate together. 
Besides, Do Is sent to suppress the revolution by 
Juarez, and will not ba luteiy to join tho Insurgents 
now. 
Governor Garza was here not long since and endea- 
vored to raise a loan from voluntary subscription, but 
Old not succeed. He, however, authorized the neces- 
sary steps to be taken to put the new tax law /Leu <ze 
Hacten*Xa) In operation, and the tax Is now being 
collected from January 1 to June i: it IB a monthly 
tux on capital and bnslncss. somewhat resembling 
tue Internal reveune tax on incomes, Ike. 
Business along the Rio Grande valley Is very dull. 
Cattle stealing LI in successful operation. Bands of 
armed Mexicans, in squads of from six to twenty, 
roam over tho Texas prairies and run oif the stocK to 
Mexico, aides are now selling at from three to four 
dollars, and many cattle are killed for their hides by 
these thieves. Cattle nave been selling In Matamoros 
at from four to eight and leu dollars eacn. The chief 
judge lu Matamoros liaa at last decided to co-operate 
with Texan authorities, and something may be done 
to atop tula business. It 19 said government Is about 
to authorize the organization of rangers to patrol 
alone the Rto Granae for 300 miles or more.

SPIie Alabama Controversy—Additional Com- 


ments of tue British Press.

That is 
the footing on which the case mast now be presumed 
to stand, and, to a certain extent, the position may 
be regardea as unobjectionable, tr tue only pro- 
posals to be expected from Mr. Motley w ere such as 
.Mr. Sumner's speech suggests, it is certainly better 
he should make none at all, bince the refusal with 
winch he would inevitably meet might not be con- 
ducive to the results we are all bound to desire. So 
far his Instructions have been judiciously framed 
but whether the alternative or simple suspense will 
prove equally politic is a question which remains to 
Lie solved.

Beyond a general desire to do what is right 
and fair, this country has no interest whatever 
u concluding an Alabama Convention, except 
ji so far as such an agreement might pro- 
tect our own commerce hereafter from depreda- 
nons sluuur to those which Captain Semmes in- 
flicted upon the ledoral merchant marine.

IRELAND. 


Agrarian Outrages In the Country. 


A pastoral letter has just been issued by Arch- 


bishop Leahv to the laity of the county of Tlpperary. 
The bishop denies the existence of any organized 
conspiracy on the part of the Irish tenants against 
the landlords. It cannot be denied that there exists 
a wide-spreed sympathy with the tenant and against 
the landlord, "who either is or is believed to be an 
oppressor.1" He accounts for it in the following em- 
phatic passage. In which he disputes the theory that 
these outrages arise from a conspiracy against life 
and property— 


I will not say it arises from the long continued aud 
multiplied acts of oppression ou the part of land- 
lords, be«ause it is not for a bishop to say a hard 
wor 1 of any one, if it can be avoided, much less to 
inflame animosities by setting one class against 
another; but it may bafelv be asserted that tins sympa- 
thy \\ ith the one class as against the other results, at 
least partly, from the too long protracted settlement 
of the laud question. Not denying the existence of 
such sympathy. I do, in the most positive manner, 
deny the existence of an agrailan. conspiracy 
against the 
lives or property 
of 
landlords. 
Let writers In the 
public journals say what 
they will, such 
a 
conspiracv exists only in 
their own imagination. It could not exist in reality 
without the Catholic clergy coming to know of it, and 
they have no knowledge of any such thing. More- 
over, the nondetectiou of crime is a plain proof of 
the nouexistence of conspiracy. There was a time 
when several persons would conspire to take away 
the Hie of an obnoxious landlord, and then one or 
more of the number would inlorm on the rest, wao 
paid the penalty with their lives. Now, one man 
does the deed without an accomplice, and su, there 
being none to inform, crime remains undetected and. 
unpunished. This state of things proves there Is no 
wide-spread conspiracy, nor anj conspiracy at all, 
against the lives or property of landlords. It Is au 
a myth. 
Desperate

and Civilians. 


A desperate affray took place on W-ednesday, the 


19th instant, at Ballyhelgne, a village ten miles from 
Tralee, between the police and civilians. It had its 
origin In a row between a party of emigrants and 
and their friends. Three policemen, interfered aud 
made two arrests. The prisoners were rescued, 
whereupon the ponce made a resolute attempt to re- 
capture ttiem. Force was used on both sides and 
tho ponce were driven to their barrack. Stones 
were thrown and one of the constabulary was pros- 
trated by several wounds on the head. Having pro- 
cured rifles, two sub-constables and another cousta. 
ble pursued the retreating crowd, when the stoue 
throwing recommenced and the policeman lired. 
mortally wounding ono Irish-American wno had 
been the ringleader. No other casualties by gun- 
shots occurred. The crowd scattered at once and 
two arrests were made.

monly in the neighborhood or nctt cities like 
London 
and 
Manchester.

a sailors' 
home, properly speaking, and If the old Jack 
tars cannot llnd delight and consolation under 
the umbrageous foliage of the large trees that 
surround the massive pile in which they find a shel- 
ter after their stormy experiences, then, Indeed, 
there Is no comfort for them this side of the grave. 
FactoryvlIIo. Port Klchmond, Elm Park and Mari- 
ner's Harbor were each visited in qnlck succession, 
and In none could the visitors find anything elso 
than gratifying evidence of the cultivated growth ot 
the Island. Four Corners. Centrevllle, New Dorp 
Vanderbllt's Landing, Clifton, Stapleton and Quar- 
antine terminated the trip for the day, which was 
certainly the most enjoyable or the character that 
has been had for a long time.

Tbe Harvard University Crew—Wlio They 


Are, 
Wbere They 
Come 
From—Their 


Weigbt, Sfcte and Record—Their Standinc 
an Students—Method of Training and Pre- 
paration* for the Races—Whom They Will 
Meet—Their Chances. 


BOSTON, May 28, 189«. 


As the Interest in the coming inter-University 


races la constantly on the increase, not In these 
parts alone, bnt doubtless throughout the country, 
now that the time begins to draw near, you may 
care to Know at some length as to who and what 
Harvard's chosen representatives are, what tney are 
domg, whom they have to meet and their probable 
chances. The race, as yon already know, Is to be 
rowed "in outrigger boats, each boat to contain 
rour rowers and a coxswain." The Harvard crew, 
in all its races with Yale, have for the last fifteen 
years uniformly contended 
in six-oared boats, 


without coxswains, though such an appendage 
was carried as late' as 1859 by a Yale crew. 
This change from a sir to a fonr was made, In the 
present instance, for a double reason; flrsc, because 
the six-oared shell is an exceedingly rare conen in 
England, and secondly, because the only Kinds of 
crab boats patronized by the Oxford and Cambridge 
men being "eights" and "fours," it was manifestly 
more easy for Harvard, •with her 600 only'to pick 
from, to secure fonr good men than eight, while 
Cambridge, with 2,500, and Oxford, with 2,000, could 
finite as readily obtain eight. 


The organizations of the three clubs are not unlike, 


the officers of each being a president and captain. 
The former perrorms the duties of the president, 
treasurer and secretary combined, while the captain 
has the sole power of electing, placing in the boat in 
their respective positions and training the men. AS 
much of the blame of a defeat would attach to him 
so his share or the honors of a victory are. from his 
responsible position, correspondingly great.

AIDES PORTEB 1OKING, OP BOSTON'. 


Nearly twenty-five years old, but half an inch 


under six feet in height, tolerably straight, with 
black hair, mustache and goatee, you eonld ten by the 
keenness and power of his eye alone that he was a 
man of wire and endurance. And he is singularly 
so. Weighing, except in the very hottest weather, 
abont 160 pounds, trained, he has the long, clean 
build or Josh Ward, rather than the short, stubbed 
make-np of Hamlli. Ho Harvard oarsman ever 
had a more varied and thorough experience at 
his favorite exercise, he havme been a very lively 
hand wltn the sculls in a, twelve-inch shell for some 
time before he came to college at all, nearly four 
years ago. His reach, too—a matter of importance, 
as each inch on the are described by the handle of 
the oar is nearly as good as three outboard—is very 
great; the distance from tip to tip or his longer 
angers when his arms are extended at risht angles 
from his side being nearly flve Inches greater thaa 
his helgnt. But ais forte is elegant rowlnar. Like a 
veteran gymnast on the trapeze, his work seems the 
easiest in the world until it is tried. I fancy that he 
would prefer to row a dozen miles on any pleasant 
day rather than to walk them. There is a snap and 
a kick abont his rowing that never come till after 
years of severe training. Look at the eye and the 
action or the famous horse Dexter, in the ordinary 
photographs or prints, and you will get some Idea of 
tne spirit that governs every such perfect piece or 
machinery. But you will Und nothing sensual In 
the man's race, strong intellect and determined will 
both standing out prominently. Four such men, 
without a coxswain, might sarely be matched against 
any lour professionals in Europe- To carry his 
quarter or the coxswain's weight he is hardly so well 
fitted as the strose oar of the crew, 


WILLIAM HA.intA.TT SIMMONS, OF CONCORD, MASS. 
While Lorlng pulled number flve In the Harvard 
crew or 1866 and stroke in those of 1867 and 1863— 
the latter tne rastest amateur crew yet turned oat- in 
this country—Simmons was in the waist dnnne the 
two latter years and of late has shown himself the 
strongest man at an oar ever known la Cambridge. 
Of exactly Lortng's height and almost of his reach, 
he looks a coupie sizes larger and is manifestly 
blocked out for hard work. Free from, dissipation 
of any sort, he has an exceedlnely well shaped face, 
while physicallv a correspondent; of one of our lead- 
ing dailies described him last year as far the hand- 
somest man he ever saw. He is but twenty years of 
age, has chestnut hair and a beardless chin. His 
rowing is almost a Tac simile of Lonng's, having 
pulled together so lonsr, while his great strength 
renders it difficult to procure for him an oar which 
he does not soon find a weaK spot in, having smashed 
six In 
186Y before 
he 
was 
suited, 
and 
then the bow oarsman was heard requesting him 
10 "pnlfleasy" waile rounding the stake at Worccr- 
ter—a favor seldom asked, by therwa>. If the two 
men between him and Loring had had the experi- 
ence of tbe two latter, few people need fret them- 
selves at the result of the coming struggle. Or these 
the older is 
SYLVESTKH WABKEN RICE, OP ROSCBTJKG, OKCGON, 
being the patriarch or the crew, having already 
scored twenty-six years. Strange though agreeable 
to say. ne too does not vary an eighth of an inch 
from his bow or stroke oarsman in height, while for 
weight he Is midway between the two, Simmons 
sealing ITS or 174 pounds when In flue condlti ,n, 
while Mce reaches abont 166. He has the medium 
arm of Lormg rather than the ponderous one or 
Simmons, and looks rather spare in the covering of 
his upper works, though his chest la round and ca- 
pacious. 
He Is not unwieldy or clumsy In his 
movements, but a sinewy, active, handy reUow. and 
one who takes to hls-worfc most kindly. His back, 
while at work. Is one of the straigntest in the boat, 
and he lies out over his oar when forward in very 
fine style- Tnere is an apparent "clip" at the begin- 
ning of his stroke, 1 hough it is plainly becoming less 
so, and Loring will undoubtedly eradicate It within 
a short time. The least noticeable man of the four 
for strength when in his clothes—he strips almost 
a "heavy weiahf—though he has lived In Oregon 
since 1863, he is a native of Illinois. So that Massa- 
chusetts and Illinois furnish all the men—Messrs. 
Simmons, Loring and Fay hailing from the rorraer, 
while Rice", Boss and Willard can claim the delicate 
soubriquet or "Suckers." 


OEOBQE BASS, OF CHICAGO, ILL..

About flve feet ten and a half inches high, 
though a slouch in his walk mokes him look 
leas, he Is nearly twenty-rour >ears old and 
a verv strongly made man. Both he and Rice 
have pulled in rour races, and he has always 
been round a plucky, determined puller, nis 
••form" is the most open to objection of anv in the 
crew, pulling with a round back, and with, per- 
haps a trifle too short reach rorward. But the 
"giiLM of tue nun stands out prominently, not less 
so in his race Itseirthan in every undertaking he en- 
gages in, rowing an oar included, and from being a 
very strong, long distance rnnner, his wind is found 
equal to almost any pace his muscles can stand. He 
Is much more mnscnlar in his back ana arms than 
Mr. Klce. thougu the latter's thighs are the laigest 
in the boat. Simmons and Babs are really powerful 
men; the others, though very strong, can hardly 
have as much said or them. 
Here, then, Is a crew averaging between twenty- 
three and twenty-ronr years in age, 103 or 101 pounds 
at the time of the race in weight, two of whom 
have pulled a score of races between them, have 
had four j ears' experience, and three years of those 
at least in the peculiar stroke now Draciised by 
them—a most beautiful as well as elTective one, too— 
and tne others have about completed their second 
year of rowing, who are remarkably well matched 
In height and reach, and who undoubtedly include 
within their number the two best oarsmen Harvard 
ever had. They outweigh the Oxiord men man for 
man. except Rice, whose companion, Tinntf, being 
very heavy, takes the average of his crew up to just 
one pound more tjian the narvards, a difference of 
no real unpoitance. 
it has been claimed that the English oarsmen, 
though perhaps not more muscular than ours, have 
yet managed to develop more endurance, more stay- 
ing power, by their superior method of training. 
But the Harvard crew are not men of gnarled and 
rigid muscles, such as the raising of Immense dumb- 
bells and other weights produce—in fict, have no 
one among them claiming any ability or skill as a 
gymnast or dumb-bell holster. Their aim has for 
years been "bottom." wind, "last;" and the Wards 
can testify how well they have succeeded in attain- 
ing them. 
I quite forgot to flay that they are generally good 
scholars, as well as rowers, one of them, Mr. Rice, 
standing is on lust year's work, out of a class of 
about 130. Simmons and Loring are seniors, about 
ready to graduate, and Klce and Bass sophomores, 
or second year meu. 


The London Rowing Club did a thing every Eng- 
lishman may well be proud of when tney sent the 
challenge which I telegraphed you this morning. 
There is nothing bad about that document—a chal- 
lenge to any kind of a race, eight (we must except 
our favorite, six), four, pair oared or single ocnll, 
from the champion amatears of Europe, us the 
record they, transmit shows.

Bfe Views Abont the Alabama Claim*— 


England _ Nou-Intercoarse — Annexation — 
Bontwell's Financial Policy—Political Mat. 
tere Generally. 


[.Correspondence of the Boston Post, May 29.] 


BOSTON, May 28, 1889. 
I paid a visit to General Bntler at Lowell yester- 
day, and, to use the language of this anniversary 
week, 1 had a "protracted meeting" with Mm. We 
began, after talking of "minor matters," to discuss 
the present condition of 


THE ALABAMA COKTBOTCBSY, 
and this, among other things, is wnat General Bntler 
said of It:— 
"There are two points whlcn nave not been suffi- 
ciently considered in the controversy abont the Ala- 
bama claims, in regard to the legal status ol the 
question, as far as effected b; the too great haste 
that England was in to give belligerent rights to the 
South. One is the preamble to Mr. Lincoln's pro- 
clamation, which recites in substance that, whereas 
the Confederates are abont arming privateers and 
Issuing letters or marque against onr commerce, 
that therefore this proclamation or blockade is issued 
to aunt np their ports and render it Impossible for 
tnem to do mischief. 
"This would seem to allowto the Confederates bel- 
ligerent rights on the ocean, because otherwise the 
proclamation against them should have been against 
them as pirates. 


"But we are still more seriously compromised in 
this question by the decision of the Supreme Court 
or the United states in the case of Moran against the 
Equitable inanranee Company, which was a salt 
brought to recover a policy of insurance which as- 
sured against lawful capture, but not against pirati- 
cal capture. 


"The vessel for the taking ofwhich this suit was 
brought was on the Mississippi river, and a party or 
Confederates boarded it ana- captured It, alleging It 
to be a prize of war to the Confederate States. The 
insurance company resisted the payment or the loss 
on the ground that this was not lawful capture, be- 
cause tne Confederates had no belligerent rights on 
the water. 
"The assured set up ts« plea that the proclama- 
tion of a-blockada gave -he Confederates belligerent 
rights, and General Cushlng argued that the blockade 
was a pacific blockaae, and recognized no such 
rights in the Confederates—taking precisely the 
ground that Mr Sumner does in nis speech as to the 
effect or the blockade in that regard." 


"How did the Court decides" I inquired. 


THE SUPREME CODHT AGAINST SUMKEft'S THEORY. 
"The Court held that the Confederates had such 
belligerent mats as to make this a lawful capture, 
which ot course could not be, unless tne Confeder- 
ates had belligerent rigats on the ocean—thus over- 
ruling General Cushinc's argument." 
"•Wnat was the date or this capture—before or 
after the Queen's proclamation5" 
"It was on the 5th of May, 1881, a I recollect 
right," he said; "eleven days before the proclama- 
tion or the British Queen; so that we are concluded 
upon this question as far as the decision of the 
Supreme Court Is coneerued—on the question or 
belligerency on the ocean—a fact that the English 
lawyers ivnl not be slow to take advantage or if we 
put our case solely upon the question whether 
England was in too great haste." 


OOK RECOGNITION OP BELLIGERENT UIGHT3. 
"How soon Were belligerent rights recognized by 
onr government on the lanti?" 
"The first exchange," said General Butler, "was 
made on the loth day or June, at Fortress Monroe. 
That exchange recognized them as belligerents on 
the land." 
"Didn't Seward practically recognize them as bel- 
ligerents before that?" I asked. 
"Seward," he answered, "had recognized them 
as belligerents only by the proclamation or blockade, 
and, afterwaids, when some or them, were seized as 
pirates Jorcaptur.es made on the nigh seas and were 
to be tried, the coses were stayed by order or the gov- 
ernment" 
"When was this, General*'1 
"About the time of the Queen's proclamation." 
" 
told me that Chief Justice Cbase said that 
we could not stand flve minutes Before any court m 
Europe on the legal positions of Sumner's speech. 
What do you thinfc about it?" 
"Of course that must be BO, because we are 
estopped from pushing the argument by the judg- 
ment of our Supreme Court." 


OESEttAI, BUTLER'S POSITION. 
"What is your position, then?" I inquired. 
"I insist still," said the General, "that the safer 
proposition to puc our case upon is that the whole 
action of Englana was part of her policy and m con- 
sequence of her desire to break down this govern- 
ment." 
"By England yon mean the EnRiishment govern- 
ment? Tae people, except the ruling classes, were 
surely friendly enough ?' 
"I mean the government^ of course. Enpand had 
two theories—one was to establish a Northern Con- 
federacy to curb us In the North, and to establish a 
Southern Confederacy, which, could curb us In the 
South, and thus control the trade or the Continent." 
"Was it not true," I asfced, "that at one peilod of 
the war I'Tance proposed to England to recognize 
the Southern Confederacy 1 And don't you remem- 
ber the statement that, at that time, Kussia had de- 
clared her willingness to do so if England coold be 
induced to join ?" 
"I don't understand," replied Mr. Butler, "that 
Kussia ever consented to have anything to Go witn 
it. Spain was, but not Kussia. Russia and Turkey 
were the two governments—and they were the only 
two—that we have had no trouble about." 


THE AOTIOX OP FRANCE. 
"How do you account for the fact that France, 
whleh was in earnest la her desire to have the con- 
federacy recognized, has been allowed to escape de- 
nunciation, when England, which refused' to lollow 
her advice, lias been so universally anatnematlzcd?" 
"For tbe same reason," said Bntler, "that although 
a man might intend to murder, 
If ho never 
aid the act itself, yon 
could 
neither punish 
nor hold him liable for damages; yon 
could 
do 
nothing 
bat 
bind 
him 
over 
to 
Keep 
the peace. The difference 
was tliat 
England 
did the acts—France taking great care to allow 
nothing to be done on her part or on her behalf 
which would Involve her in any controversy with 
this country. Perhaps her reason was, that until 
she could get the support of Emrland, being com- 
plicated in the affairs of Mexico, she was altogether 
too vulnerable." 


WAU WITH ENGLAND. 
I handed the General an article from the New 
York Sammy Fast, which ironically discoursed on 
Butler's financial theory of a war with EngUnd, as 
it had been reported by Washington correspondents. 
I asked what he had really said about the effect or a 
war with Englaad. 
He replied-— 
"I have said, in pnvata conversations, not tiias 
there would beany eommurcul benchc in a war with 
England, but that if a war bro*.c out the result would 
be bencuciiil to this country. 
"How?" I inquired. 
" We have imported one hundred and twenty-one 
millions Irom the isfc of January to the 1st of May, 
this year, and exported only sixty millions—our 
bonds not only going out to pay tor the balance 
from tiMise imports, but the gold with, which, the debt 
is paid Is also borrowed on our bonds at eighty 
cents on the dollar. 
England buys 
substan- 
tially nothing or us in comparison with what 
she sends to us. Now, I only proposed to treat her 
as a nation, as one Individual treat* an unkind 
neighbor who has lujuieil him. He simply says, I 
shall nave nothing to do with yon, either socially or 
tu ihe way of business; and that, irrespective of the 
SLiestlon as to whether his neighbor had the legal 


Hint to injure him, or did something illegally for 
which suit should bo brought. Most prudent persons 
prefer ro refuse all Intercourse. Now. I think the 
United States snotud treat England in the same way, 
•that was what we did In 1SOS." 


HOW IT MIGHT TAT. 
"With what result f" 
"With a good result to the country," s ud Mr. But- 
ler, "for it was the very beginning of the establish- 
ment of our manufactures. Up to that time v, e had 
substantially none. True, a war came on because 
or the claim of the right or search and the Impilson- 
ment or our sailors. And I should think that tho 
writer lu the Etening Post, of whlcn. you speak, 
was simply re-echoing one of the federalist tirades 
against Jefferson for what they were pleased to term 
Jim Madison's blockade." 


"What have you said about declaring war against 
England t" 


"Nothing," answered the General. "There is no 
occasion to declare war against Enclaud. I simply 
said 


XON-INTERCOiniSE, 
but that, in case of war. what we shall save in im- 
portation and make by cauture would be quite 
equivalent to the expense or what would be substan- 
tially naval warfare." 


HOW UUTLtR WOULD A.KOUE AGAINST ENGLAND. 
"Still, Genet a!, you have not quite clearly stated 


how you would aigue the case against England. It 
fan't quite enough to say thjt it was part of her 
policy to break up this government. Wuat is your 
theory in full ¥" 
"Well, then," responded the General, "I should 
show that, in violation ol every principle of interna- 
tional law on winch she had ever acted as to the 
proper tieatmcns of rebels; in defiance of her 
long 
and 
well-established 
theories 
about 
slavery, 
which 
sue 
had 
not 
only 
pro- 
claimed 
but 
practically 
carried 
out; 
and 
lu the face of tho treaty which she had with 
us to extinguish the slave trade, she hastened to re- 
cognize a confederacy \vhoso corner stouo was 
suvery—whose existence as a nation could only be 
maintained by the prosperity or slavery and th» re- 
opomng of the slave trade—objects and designs 
winch were openly avowed by tho South—and all 
this for tho sole purpose of destroying our govern- 
ment and ruining or crippling a dangerous rival. If 
we should put our claims for damages on this ground, 
then the alacrity of England In recognizing .the con- 
federacy need only bo considered as evidence 
of her interest. On this ground, we should not 
need to discuss whether aha was technically right 
or technically wrong in acknowledging 
the 
belligerency, or whether the blockade "was a 
justification, of that 
recognition or not. If 


Bho took advantage of technical law 
to in- 
Jure'a friendly Powor and to do unfriendly acts for 
tho purpose of destrojtnji that friendly Power and 
destroying her commerce, It i;i just as much an in- 
jury that requires reparation as though tne same 
acts, with the same Intent, hod been done without 
Biich technical legal JnstUlcntlon. All questions of 
disputed law arising under the law of nations where 
there la no final arbiter but the sword, might, tt 
would seem, be well laid aside. May we not well 
say that she had left ns a legacy of slavery which, 
being interwoven in the Industrial pursuits of almost 
one-half of our country, became, for the tlmo at 
least,,of neccvilty, a part of our institutions, while 
in her empire it was only nn Incident of her colonial 
wealth, hnc then set ns the example of emancipa- 
tion, which she could cftsllv do wiihoutdangcr to her 
government. 
She tanght us that slavery was 
| wrong and emancipation and freedom only right. 


After onr government had folly accepted these views 
to such an extent that a large portion ot onr people, 
becoming fearful for wh»t they considered their 
constitutional rights, and that what tney held as 
then- most valuable property would be destroyed 
under our government, rebelled to save it and in- 
stituted war, at once, at the earliest possible moment, 
she led the way to sustain them in that rebellion 
and aided to set np that slavery whlcn she had de- 
clared to be our national sin. What motive could 
there be for her to do this except .the desire to de- 
stroy onr government at all nazards? 
Then toe 
fitting oat of the Alabama, allowing her to escape 
and giving her aheiter,and permitting the Snenan- 
doah to go out, become not incidents of her sympa- 
thy with rebellion, bnt her own act in pursuance of 
her designs to destroy our commerce and cripple 
onr power. Frow this point of view these acts are 
not incidents of her recognition or the Confederates, 
but they are the means which she adopted to crash 
onr government. 


"WB CAN APFOBB TO WAlr. 
! 
"Now, as to the remedy. We need not go to war. ; 
We can afford to wait. England took her chance to 
cripple us when w« were In trouble. We caa wait ' 
till some fitting opportunity enables ns to repay her 
In kind, we can easily find means, wnenever she 
gets into war, to sweep her commerce from the 
ocean and substitute onr own in Its place. We can 
afford to wait" 


ANSEXAHON AMD EEOTPEQOmr. 
"Among these 'captures,'» I interposed, "which 
you spoke of In case of a war with England, do yon 
fnclnde the Dominion of Canada and the maritime 
provinces ?" 


"Of course," said the General, "theywoulfl be 
captured at once, but whether they would be profit- 
able things to keep would depend on clrcnmstances." 
We should certainly save the expense of keeping up 
a line of custom houses which, alone a frontier, with, 
their indentions, Is 6,000 miles in lensth- 
"Do you think," I asked, "as you mar have a 
chance ta Know at Washington, that there is any 
general feeling in the Provinces for annexation ?" 
"Amons the people, yes," rejoined Mr- Butler; 
"among the gentlemen who desire the honors of 
knighthood and patents of nobility at Ottawa, no." 
"What are tne chances of renewing the reciprocity 
treaty?" I asked. 
"None whatever. I tes£!»" Iss saio, In his most de- 
cisive tones. 
"Why?" 
"Because, m the first place, I don't purpose that 
this country shall give to Canada all the advantages 
of marriage till the ntes are performed.'5 


"That, certainly, is a legitimate objection." 
"Again," said the General, "In the last reciprocity 
we were not fairly treated by Canada. There was 
no provision In it that they should not raise their 
duties, and as soon as they had bound us fairly they 
commenced raising the duties on onr manufactures 
and giving preference to the English, which went 
almost to exslude ours, while we were taking Her 
wheat, cattle and lumber to the great disadvantage 
ot the agricultural and lumoer interests'Gf the coun- 
try. True, we did get coal somewhat cheaper m 
Nova Scotia, but as that is only adollar and a quarter 
per ton duty It is hardly worthwhile to injure so 
many interests as we shond do for the simple matter 
of coal. 
"The great matter to be eained by this country 
from the annexation or the Provinces is the racilittes 
it could give ns ror building wooden ships and ves- 
sels; bnt that is day by day growing less, because the 
day of wooden ships is passing away. Even the beat 
yachts are now being made from iron." 
"There is nothing that the Provinces desire so 
much," I said, "both in Nova Scotia and Prince 35fl- 
warcl Island, I know, as a renewal or the reciprocity 
treaty." 
Mr. Butler added, "The necessity of reciprocity to 
Canada is fully appreciated, in England, and to force 
as to it I understand they have refused to allow 
Prince Edward Island to make any reciprocal laws 
with this country on the subject of duties unless 
the same shall be accorded to all the rest of the Pro- 
vinces; thus for the first time interfering "with tne 
taxation of the colonies since the date of the Revo- 
lution." 
"What is likely to be done a* Washington abont the 
trade with the Provinces ?" I asked. 
"Everything," he satd, "will go on as It is, except, 
possibly, au attempt to get the free navigation of tho 
St Lawrence." 


BOtrTWELI.'S POLICY. 
"You have been at Tfashlngton lately; what do 
you think of Mr. Boutwell's policy? It seems to me 
that your friend Grant did not succeed in eanymz 
out his policy of running the government without 
tue aid of the politicians; it does look at this dis- 
tance as if he had unconditionally surrendered to 
them. Will JUT. JJoucweli do the same to the Wan 
street people ?" 
"It" said General Bntler, "1 know anything of the 
Secretary, and I've had an Intimate Tcnowledge of 
the man for thirty years, I can say "safely that if the 
Wall street people think they can change htm in any 
policv he has taken and about which he has thor- 
oughly informed himself and made up a deliberate 
judgment, they are very much mistaken, or I am. 
"1 know I approve very much of what appears to 
*e his,poiicy—to sell the surplus gold in the Treasury 
and buv with It the bonds ol the United states that 
bear the largest interest. 
"I see a report, which must come from the bears of 
Wall street, that he proposes to ouy three per cent 
certificates. That would be to inaugurate a policy of 
contraction, because these are in the banks as the re- 
serve, which was exactly the policy which. Congress 
forbid the Secretary to carry out. I can hardly con- 
ceive that tne Secretary would be likelv to buy up the 
three Der cent ludebtinent when he can get the six, 
and save government the difference in interest. And, 
Indeed, by his buying the bonds would show to the 
contrary. Because, If he desired to Inaugurate con- 
traction, he has only to sell gold and hoard tne cur- 
rency received ror it, and then the contraction^oul 
take place 
He evidently means to pursae a iroiicv 
by which the Treasury should not interfere with the 
business of the country. He proposes openly, anc 
with the knowledge of all, to carry on His business 
in the Interests of the Treasury itself, and let the 
business of the country adjust itself to its own wants 
without hla interference." 
••Do von think he Is going to make Ws mark as a 
great feecretary ?' I interposed. 
"If Se goes on steadily with that policy," replied 
the General, "ne will be the best, if not the most 
popular Secretary of the Treasury since Hamilton," 
So far, I copy Irom my notes, taken down word for 
word as the Ueueral spoke. For what rollows I rely 
on meinory. 


Heshowed me, atnur request, the manuscript of his 
speech to be delivered on Decoration flaj at Glouces- 
ter.

man's bell; came down, got the milk, went up again 
and soon afterwards heard a heavy rail, and then 
light rootsteps In the hall below; did not know what 
the noise was; thought tho footsteps were Mrs. Mo 
Connell's; came down to the General's again, found 
him on his face and hands, on the floor, In a pool or 
blood about his head; there was no sign of life in 
the General when she round him.

PUGILISM. 


Ffffht Hetween Two ^Boston Smiaers In tiae 


Centre of the s6Hnb*>—Arrest of tlie Princi- 
pals etna Others Concerned In the Affair by 
the- Police. 
BOSTON, May 30,1869. 


Late yesterday afternoon an impromptu prize- 


fight tooS place at the North End, between a couple 
or pngdsts named Stephen Williams and George 
Marsh, better known as "Croppy." The details 
were arranged in an informal manner, the match 
having been made in consequence of a discussion 
relative to their respective merits as bruisers. The 
stake was $100 a side, and the ground selected 
was a secluded yard, surrounded by a nigh ffence; 
situated at the rear of aliq_uor saloon, belonging to 
Wm. Taylor—and formerly known as a place of re- 
sort for.notortons characters—kept by Tom Grew, on 
Portland street, below Sudbury. The spectators 
numbered about fifty persons, and the men, after 
divesting themselves of all garments except shirt 
and pantaloons, "sailed" into the conflict. 


No formalities were indulged In and no stakes or 


ropes were secured with which to follow ont the 
prescribed rules of the prize ring, but the spot-Be-* 
lected was an admirable one for such a mill as this 
proved to be, the space afforded being inst abont 
as large as was desired. Ihe men raced each other 
and at once commenced work, by the Infliction ot. 
several blows ana counters, which soon showed 
their effects npon each of the combatants. The 
sparring was not very scientlflc, to say the least, 
and blow after blow was put in with, tremendous 
force and damaging effect. Williams received a rap 
upon the mouth at an early stage of tire mm, 
and his lips soon puffed ont as though they 
had gone thronga the process of lunation. 
He had the 
satisfaction 
shortly arterwards 
of getting in a powerful blow on one of Croppy's 
orbs and tno peeper commenced to close rapidly. 
The rounds followed in rapid succession, and the 
bruisers gave and took tneir punishment like old 
stagers of the twenty-rour root arena. The faces of 
both men were disfigured greatly after twenty 
minutes of flsticufllug, and their visual orzans were 
becoming rebellious and refusing to perform, duty. 
The exertion was gradually having Its effect npon 
tne men, and although the blows were weaker as 
time advanced they were more frequent, and the 
frontispiece of each combatant arter half au hour's 
battering was frightfully disfigured. Neither of the 
men could bo named positively as tae winner when 
half 
an hour had 
elapsed, 
and 
the fight 
continued 
to 
progress 
for 
five 
minutes 
longer, twenty-two rounds having been fought, 
when tbe cry or 4*pollcel" was raised and the spec- 
tators rushed ror the ferries, climbing over precipi- 
tately and running as though for dear lire. The 
principals were so weakened from exertion and loas 
of blood that they w ere unable to follow as hastily 
as they desired, and consequently Hiey fell into tho 
hands of the policy, as also did James Roberts, one 
of the spectators. Williams, Marsh and Koberta 
were taken directly to the Third station and locked 
up. 


The parties Mowing of the affair were greatly sur- 
prised that the police should be aware of the fight, 
and they would undouotedly have been unmolested 
had not a young man who was looking on from a 
neighboring window perceived the pugilists and, 
becoming frlgntened for his own safely, deter- 
mined to Inform the police, which, he accordingly 
did. Five wera detailed* to visit the scene, and 
they endeavored to enter by the front door, when 
the barkeeper, John Kane, attempted to persuade 
them, the place was as quiet as It could be. They 
pushed through the saloon, however, and reached 
the yard in season to arrest the parties above 
named. 
Subsequently 
Kauo 
was taken Into 
custody for aiding and abetting In the mill, and the 
clothing of the men wag found secreted behind the 
bar. 
Two of the parties endeavored to get out on 
ball, and Kane succeeded In procuring bondsmen, 
but the ball commissioner refused to receive tho 
sureties, and the prisoners are still in durance- 
Williams and Marsh will be complained of in the 
Municipal Court to-morrow for prize lighting, and 
Eoberts and Kane will be charged with aiding and 
abetting. 


THE UNPAID IKDIAN COMMISSIOH. 


[Washington (May 28) correspondence Boston Ad- 
vertiser.] 


The Indian commission has adjourned. All tho 
members were present at the sittings except Mr. 
Dodge, of New York, and Mr. Tobey, or Boston, who 
were detained by sickness. After completing Its 
organization tbe commission called on the 1'resident 
with Secretary Cox, and told him that they were 
ready to co-operate with him in all his plans ror 
putting Indian affairs on a better basis. Tne Presi- 
dent replied that he would act with them cordially, 
listen to all their suggestions and give duo weight 
to such recommendations as they might make re- 
garding changes In the present methods of dealing > 
with the Indians. He sold that he would give them 
letters to all the agencies and direct that every fa- 
cility should be extended to them for ascertaining 
tlie workings of the present system, and that army 
officers and those acting as agents would give them 
transportation to aid them in every way. For the 
purposes of visitation the Indian country was di- 
vided Into three divisions. The northern division 
embraces the country upon the upcer Missouri, in- 
cluding the Indians north of Kansas and those in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin; tee southern those or 
Kansas and 
the Indian Territory, and the 
western, all west 
or 
there- 
The 
northern 
division is assigned 
to Messrs. Welsh, far- 
well and Tobey; tire western to Messrs. Campbell, 
Stuart and Lane, and the southern to Messrs. Urn- 
net, Bishop and Dodge, Each of these divisions will 
be inspected by some or the gentlemen named, and 
a meeting will be held here previous to the assem- 
bling of Congress to compare tno results of tho ob- 
servations, and prepare a formal report to be laid 
before the President and Congress. No recommenda- 
tions were made to the President at this meeting, aa 
It was agreed to leave all questions untouched until 
the commission had visited ttie West. AU the lead- 
ing snbjects connected with Indian affairs were 
discussed 
at 
length, though no formal deci- 
sion 
was 
made • regarding any. 
in 
the 
matter of treaties the commission was unani- 
mous In tbe opinion that great abuses had 
grown up with the .present system, and abont 
unanimous that tho best Interests of the Indians and 
of the country demanded that ao more treaties 
should be mad^. K was the general opinion that the 
very first step m advance should be to gather all the 
tnncs npon reservations, with the faith of the nation 
pledged to their protection there and to their perma- 
nency in possession. The matter of citizenship was 
discussed; but as the subject Involved the construo- 
tlon or the fourteenth amendment and other gravfr 
political questions, especially that of tho status of 
tlie Chinese, tho cordmisston thought best to take no' 
Action, some of tho members are looking forward 
to tlio formation, at some distant d.iy, of two or threo" 
Indian Territories as a final solution of the problem, 
wMi regular political organisation ai.d represen- 
tation.

The 


between ssih ana J island of St. Domingo, divided between the 


negroes of Eaytf and the mixed population of 
the Dominican republic, offers tour, if not five, 
claimants to legitimacy as the ruling power! 
Mexico, with a larger territorial scope, is again 
on the verge of domestic revolution. Among 
all the contestants the only apparent ground 
for stability of rule is found in the recognition 
by and active sympathy of the United States. 
The result of our own civil war and its appli- 
cation in the case of Juarez has made this 
evident to the world. 


Accordingly we find President Cespedes 


and the Spanish Minister at Washington; 
President Baez and the agents of Cabral, who 
is said to be again afoot in St. Domingo; Em- 
peror Salnave, and General Domiugue, of 
Southern Hayti, and others whose schemes are 
less prominently developed as yet, all pulling 
their wires round Mr. Secretary Fish and puz- 
zling his honest and slow Knickerbocker brains, 
rendering his latter days miserable. Popular 
sympathy and the national interest combine on 
one side, and the stipulations of the neutrality 
laws are appealed to on the other. No man 
can fail to see—and, therefore, the entire Cabi- 
net perceive—that if the present complications 
in the American Mediterranean are forced or 
even allowed to develop ia a manner antago- 
nistic to our permanent interests, the adminis- 
tration will lose its hold on the respect of the 
country and acquire a merited weight of 
popular obloquy. 


The difficulties in the case are in no small 


degree enhanced by the past practices of mem- 
bers of the Cabinet to use the neutrality laws 
as a means for defeating the aims of rivals. 
Thus in the well known case of the steamer 
Massachusetts, during the administration of 
General Pierce, Marcy, as Secretary of State, 
availed himself of the tribunals to defeat the 
schemes of Jeff Davis, who waa Secretary of 
War. 
The neutrality laws have been used 


also by political partisans to frustrate rival 
parties, as waa evident under President Fill- 
more's administration, and they are to-day 
relied upon by a set of copperhead politicians 
who, 
when la power, were hot for their repeal 


to thwart the administration of General Grant 
and prevent its gathering of an overwhelming 
popular support, by imitating a policy which 
shall contemplate "the admission to the Union 
of Cuba, St. Domingo and Mexico, and solving 
at an. early day the practical formula of this 
great advance in our national march, 


There is but one safe course for the Cabinet 


to adopt in this dilemma. It must abandon 
the petty paths which 'have been trod by its 
predecessors, and which have led the United 
States government into the anomalous position 
of being a constabulary force for the minor 
despotisms of America and converted the 
neutrality act into a parochial relief law. The 
act itself is a remnant of our national weakness 
during the early days of the government, and 
should have been modified long since to make it 
coriform more truly to the development of our 
national power and the spirit of our age. 
The 


Cabinet cannot repeal tho law, but it can 
modify the practice of its interpretation to 
such a degree as to relieve it from the dilemma 
in which the government now finds itself of 
having to decide on the opposing represen- 
tations of two foreign Ministers accredited to 
Washington. The spirit of the law never con- 
templated the conversion ol our power into a 
safeguard for elfete and rejected forms, and 
much less into an instrument for private wron0*. 


Thfe interpretation will necessarily be modi- 


fied by the course of circumstances and the 
moral relations which exist with surrounding 
States. The law of nations is itself continually 
modified by circumstances ani the changing 
forms of national development, and it can 
never undertake to do more than to define 
the moral relations which exist between our- 
selves and our neighbors. It ia these which 
the Cabinet must consider, and if it will do so 
in an enlarged and enlightened spirit that con- 
sideration will lead it to the adoption of a truly 
American policy and statesmanship which will 
be in accord with tho permanent interests of 
peace and command the respect of European 
Cabinets. The law and the practice of every 
European Power recognizes the right or citi- 
zens of neutral States to take service under a 
belligerent nation, and traffic in arms, ships and 
munitions of war is hold to be no violation of 
the rights of heutrals if the traffic is not de- 
nied to cither belligerent. It is only the act 
of Congress passed during a period of national 
childhood and timidity that makes the exer- 
cise of both of these rights a misdemeanor, 
punishable by fine and imprisonment. We 
look to Mr. Hoar for an opinion on this impor- 
tant question, which shall be framed in the 
true spirit of the moral obligations of neigh- 
boring nations, and which shall relieve our 
government from the degrading and disgusting 
position of preserver of the claims of every 
wornout and dying system with which tho 
courtesies of diplomatic intercourse mav hare 
led us into relations 


privileges attendant on that character." This 
solves the mystery of those two Peruvian iron- 
clads bought in this coantry.and at present 
boverins within a night's steaming of Havana. 
Pern, in short, means in this declaration of 
belligerent rights the reopening of her war 
with Spain, and Chile and Eeaador will back 
Peru. The opportunity is inviting for a de- 
cisive settlement on their part with Spain, and 
in serving Cuba they will serve themselves. 
Whether those two iron-olads will be sold to 
the Cubans or held in reserve for a crack at 
the Spanish fleet before Havana, the fact will 
shortly be made known.

The cause of the Cubans

To avoid the complications and entan- 
glements which otherwise may follow General 
Grant should at once, ia behalf of the Cubans, 
issue his proclamation of belligerent rights; 
for, from present indications, this is the form 
which, after all, our reparation for English 
belligerent rights will have to take. 


The liquor Question in tfcc British Par- 


liament- 


In another part of this paper our readers 


will find a statement from the London Globe 
of some very interesting proceedings in the 
British House of Commons on a promissive 
prohibitory liquor bill, providing that when 
two-thirds of the rate payers in any parish 
shall declare against a license for selling 
liquor, the license shall not be granted. Com- 
pared with our Maine Liquor and Excise laws 
this is a mild and democratic measure; but it 
appears that her Majesty's Commons are not 
yet educated up to the merits of total absti- 
nence by concision or liquor prohibition in 
any shape, although it is very evident that tho 
proposed bill will grow in strength from its 
present defeat. It was defeated on a motion 
appointing a certain day for a second reading 
by 193 to 87—a suggestive result, but not so 
significant as the bolting of one-half the mem- 
bers of the House for the door when the bill 
was brought to the vote. Intemperance has 
become a vice of such fearfui consequences in 
Great Britain, and especially in her large 
cities, that some remedy for its manifold evils 
cannot with safety to the State be much 
longer delayed,

THE EMPEEOE OF AnsTEiA's CLOSINO AD- 


DEK33 TO His LEGistATUKE.—It is a speech 
of which the Emperor, his Prime Minister, his 
Legislature and his people may be justly 
proud. At the battle of Sadowa (186G) Aus- 
tria was slumbering among the effete ideas and 
institutions of the Middle Ages, the most back- 
ward State in Europe, not excepting Spain. 
To-day she is foremost in her great reforms in 
tho cause of civil and religious liberty and 
wise statesmanship. 
Under Von Benst the 


victories she has gained and the progress 
she has made since Sadowa are more glorious 
than the triumphs of Bismarck in the war. 
The budget of the reforms made in his govern- 
ment referred to by Francis Joseph in his late 
address makes one of the moat extraordinary 
and thoroughgoing political revolutions of mo- 
dern times. England has not accomplished in 
two hundred years as much in the way of reform 
and political progress as Austria has accom- 
plished in three years. Her awful defeat at 
Sadowa has been to Austria fruitful of the 
greatest civil triumphs. In a few bold and 
lengthy strides she has advanced as from the 
dim twilight of the thirteenth into the full blaze 
of the nineteenth century.

Did General Grant know of the order given to 
the marines in Arlington ? 


Spanish colony has ceased to be the easy and 
profitable position which it was up to a recent 
date. Three years is the established term for 
holding the office, but a shorter period has 
been the usual practice for many years past;

The Cuban leaders have de- 
creed the abolition of slavery, and with tbis 
decree the African slave trade, which was the 
greater source of emolument to tho Captain 
General, has 
disappeared. 
The war of 


reprisals, as carried on there &gaiust both 
person and property, ia destroying' industry 
and trade and driving tho wealth of both' 
parties to seek safety elsewhere. With these 
the revenues of the government are naturally 
disappearing, while its difficulties daily in- 
crease. Thus little proGt and few laurels are 
to be gathered by Spanish commanders, and 
the hope of succor from Spain is as remote 
as it was to the old governors sent to the 
Spanish main. 


With this change of circumstances it is not 


surprising that the once coveted office now 
goes a begging. 
Months since General Dulce 


sent his resignation to Madrid, and the place 
was tendered to General Prim. It was thought 
to be a good chance to get rid of this factious 
and mentally insignificant element in Spanish 
politics; but Prim was too keen to take the 
bait. Caballero de Rodas was then looked to 
as the military leader best able to cope with 
the difficulties of the situation, and it was an- 
nounced that he would be sent. 
But the situa- 


tion of Spain herself ig too critical to spare for 
a colony a man who, from all the signs evident 
in the field of view, might soon be a necessity 
for the preservation of the home government. 
A change in the Spanish government of Cuba 
is a necessity, however, and the Spanish 
Ministry have appointed probably their best 
soldier to cops with the difficulties of the situa- 
tion. 
The approaching change of command, 


combined wiba the advent of the rainy season, 
will have the cTcct to proven* much activity 
in military operations oil the part of the 
Spanish forces, and the new Captain General 
will find plenty of work on his hands when he 
arrives at his new post.

POTTER'S FIELD OF KINGS C011NTY--A FLAGRANT OUTRAGE. 


The Potter's Field, or paupers' burylntr ground, at 


flatbusli, near the Kings county institutions, over 
Which and for the management thereof the Board of 
Supervisors are alone responsible, is, perhaps, one 
of the most disgraceful "blue." on the wholu face of 
jLong Island. Ihe motto of the Board la evidently 
happily timed to the laminar couplet, 


Rattle his bones over Urn stones, 
for bo la a pauper thai nobody owns, 


no matter how Inhuman may be the practical ap- 
plication of this quotation m the present instance 
by the Board in question. That mica a state of 
nlTairs could exist in the midst of a pious commu- 
nity as actually does prevail at the place mentioned 
Is almost Incredible, but such !s nevertheless tho 
>£aao. 
The burying ground for 
the paupers 
Bnd 
unknown 
dead of this county Occupies 
to considerable tract of land on the south side 
t>f Bchenoctady avenue, separated from the roadway 
iJy a grassy margin, alonir which the cattle in the 
'neighborhood are wont to graze with Impunity. The 
bodies are deposited m rough, main board cotnnk 
Snd lowered into pits or trenches, which are each 
Required to contain three hundred bodies before oe- 
Ina finally closed and considered full. Each coffln 
when lowered la sprinkled with a few inches of 
earth, which covering Is totally inadequate to 
Jirevcnt the pestilential effluvia arising irom de- 
Composed humanity from impregnating the atmos- 
phere, especially In warm or humid weather, to a 
-degree 
which 
is 
almost 
auilluc 
aud 
In- 
describable. 
The interments number about two 
6ach aay, upon an 
average, 
so that fire 
Tnontlm mast elapse at tins rate ere the 
Charcoal pit is flued. When tlua is accomplished 
Sbont three feet of loose gravelly clay forms the 
irmly covering of tho 300 dead bodies. A short dis- 
tance from this pestilential breeding abode of the 
dead stands 
a large 
cesspool of stagnant 
and 
putrid liquid, into which empties tho 
Sewerage of tno public institutions, 
all of 
kvhich 
combined 
stand 
as a 
darlc host of 
pestilence, out awaiting the warmth of the summer's 
euu to fan thorn on tho destruction of human life 
thus imperilled by their presence. It Is true that 
borne months ago the Board of Supervisors "pre- 
jpared" to provide more extensive grounds for the 
rotter's Field, and thus do away with tho horrible 
/'grave pit aystam;" bnt they have done nothing, 
»n>d the nuisance remains. Tuo pool was to have been 
{trained and the refuse of tho public buildings car- 
Wed off by pipes to tne river; but this, too. remains 
undone, and an outrage moat nagran t, stands una- 
bated to their discredit.

An Ootrnse at the Decoration Ceremonies In 


Arlington. 


The action of a lieutenant and small guard of ma- 


rines at Arlington yesterday, In preventing people 
from throwing flowers over the graves of the Con- 
federate dead, is the subject of much talt here 
to-day, aad the general sentiment is condemnatory. 
It 
turns 
out 
that 
the 
officers 
of 
the 


Grand 
Army 
of 
the 
Eepublie 
were 
not 


altogether responsible for what occurred. They 
merely arranged to nave the marines there so as to 
prevent people from making mistakes, but mistakes 
were made on the wrong side. The marines mis- 
understood what they were placed there for, ana 
thought It was part of their duty to Insult people 
who happened to throw flowers on the graves of the 
Confederate dead. The lieutenant In command, 
whose name Is given 
as Shirley, 
bat of 


Which I am not certain, was 
particularly 


offensive in his manner. 
Seeing a lady throws 


small bouquet on one of these graves, this lieutenant 
rushed to the spot, picked up the flowers and, throw- 
ing them on the ground at his feet, commenced 
stamping on them in such a manner as to attract 
about him a crowd of wondering spectators in a very 
few minutes. 
Some of the lookers-on, learn- 


ing tne cause of the lieutenant's rage, com- 
menced, 
to 
murmur 
disapprobation, 
when 


the lieutenant shouted out. 
"D—n yon get 


away from here, every one of you, or I'll make you. 
Guards, come up here and disperse this crowd." 
The lieutenant accompanied these words with 
angry gestures, and swinging his arms about as If 
he intended to pitch generally Into the crowd. His 
guards answer J his call, but the crowd dispersed 
without waiting to be bayonetted. An ex-Union 
volunteer writing to the Washington Beroia gives 
the following account of what he saw:— 


While marching with the throng along the cen- 
tral walk ot the cemetery, accompanied by several 
children whom I had supplied with flowers, I no- 
ticed a crowd and a squad of several marines 
gathered about a small plat tn the grounds, to the 
right of the walk, just to the north of the 
little 
foot 
bridge. 
We walked - on across 
the 
bridge, 
and having given our tribute 
to 
the 
dead 
we 
returned. 
The 
crowd 
was still at the 1 ttle plat. 
Four marines and a 
sergeant, assisted at intervals by two officers, were 
pacing np and down, not on the walks or. between 
the graves, but literally across the graves of some 
thirty soldiers. Upon examination, 1 found that 
they were Confederate dead. 
Several lad.es, 
evidently not knowing that 
they were Con- 
federates, and with no intention of exhibit- 
ing any special feeling, quietly placed their onerings 
upon the graves. They were at once accosted by 
the guards, who compelle* them to take them up. 
Several gentlemen were treated in a like manner. 
I saw one Union soldier who was forced to take 
back the offering he had made to peace and for- 
giveness. An ex-Umon oaicer, well known to 
me, was (ordered to receive bact a few roses 
that 
he 
had, 
without 
Knowledge 
of 
the 
forbidden ground, strewn, upon tlie erave of one of 
these soldiers. Astonished, mystified and dlsjrnsted, 
I asked one of the guards the source of the orders. 
He told me that iliey came from the superintendent 
of the cemetery, whose name I do not know. 


The people demand to know from whence 


these 
orders came, 
that 
the 
responsibility 


mar be placed where it should rest! They demand 
to know whether a subordinate can shape thus the 
policy of a government, or whether the head of the 
government and the army has sanctioned this act, 
and tans explains and interprets his oracular "Let 
us have peace." They demand to know for what 
purpose were these dead Confederates buried there 
and how long they are to remain? 
TTas it 


that they should be thus Insulted, and are they 
to remain there as Ions as our nation lives to be on 
every anniversary literally trodden under foot by 
the uniformed representatives of the government, 
pointed out as an example that we will wreak ven- 
geance ever upon the bodies of dead enemies. The 
course pursued at Arlington Is in strong contrast 
with that which prevailed in Alexandria yesterday. 
There all the graves were honored alike, flowers 
having; been strewn upon Confederate and Union 
dead without distinction. 


The Storm of Saturday Ni(;!u, 


The storm which prevailed here last night and 


early this morning was one of the severest that has 
occurred for many years. The ram fell In perfect 
torrents for hours, and tho lightning kept flashing 
almost without intermission during Ihe whole time, 
the wind all the time blowing with unusual severity 
for tills season of the year. A two story brick house, 
corner of Second and I streets, was blown down, 
and the roof and chimney of a large four story dwel- 
ling, corner of M and North Capitol streets, were 
carried a distance of fifty feet. A family had jnat 
moved out of the latter house, which was empty at 
the tune of tho casualty. The three story brick 
house, half finished, corner of Seventh and Q 
streets, also had its roof blown 
off. 
The 


roof was carried right over a street car that 
happened to be passing at tho time. Thoosh 
the roof fell close to the car, strange to relate 
nobody was injured. On Seventh street, near the 
old Schatzen Park, a part of tho S e cond precinct 
police station house was destroyed by the fury ot the 
wind. Further up, near the Howard University, four 
houses were injured and one ot them entirely de- 
stroyed. By the last mentioned accident four men 
were injured and one ofthem quite badly. This 
building was the property of a Mr. Bailey. Sev- 
eral fences were prostrated, trees uprooted, signs 
blown away, and such like damage occurred In 
various parts of the city.

THE CABINET. 


A View from tho Kitchen—Where and How 


the Members JLive—Who Can Aflbrd it and 
Who Cannot—Personal Sketches. 
If "republics are ungrateful" In anything it is in 


respect to cue paucity of compensation attaching to 
the moat Important services and the most exalted 
position In the government Ihe meagre 88,000 per 
annum paid to a Cabinet minister will do little 
more than pay tho rental or a respectable furnished 
house in Washington, ana to live at all generously 
Involves a heavy draft upon the private lortuae of 
the envied head or a department. Happy is he who 
has the ability to endure tho exhausting drain for 
tho allotted period of four years, and Is enabled, 
without running la debt, to live and entertain In a 
style bocomlug the Homo Ministers of the great re- 
public of the Western Hemisphere. 


That a system of so-called economy in this direc- 


tion, which demands the highest talent and the most 
arduous labor for the most limited compensation, la 
ili-jndged.and injurious to tne public service is a 
self-evident fact. Poverty may afford tho needed 
stimulus to exertion in rare Instances; but success 
is, after all. the assistant and precursor to great 
achievements. When the principal personal prob- 
lem is how to pay tho butcher and the baker the 
mind is scarcely In a fit condition to grusp intricate 
questions of public policy or to administer Impor- 
tant a'ffalrs of State. What wonder is it, then, if 
men have gone forth from high position with debts 
accumulated and spirits broken, to lead a life of 
obscure poverty? Or why should we consider if 
strange that In some the law of nature should assert 
Itself and counsel accumulations, when circum- 
stances arc favorable, at tho expense of the public 
purse? 


How different is all this in England, where to 


make hay while tho^siin shines Is altogether unne- 
cessary. To be an officer under tho British crown 
for a few mouths is to secure an adequate Income 
for all time. Every cx-omclal Is pensioned for life, 
and tho stipends—outside tha royal family, which 
are exceptionally high—reach all the way from $600 
to $60.000. Ex-policeman an d letter carriers get the 
smallest sums, ex-lord chancellors tile highest. 
Cabinet ministers receive as salaries sums ranging 
from $so,ooo down to $10,000 per year; and, how- 
ever brief his term of service, a pension for life of 
equal amount attaches to tho hoad of a department 
and his children.^ 


This system, of course, crnaies an Immense list of 


costly pensioners, who become a heavy burden upon 
the taxpay Ing public. But it has lla compensating 
advantages, and it is doubtful if the nation which 
supports tho army of pensioned ox-oifloiala is not 
better off than tho government which pays but poorly 
and suffers not unfrequoutUr from Incompetent or 
dishonest servants, who ao not scruple to make tne 
most of their brief term and uncertain tenure of 
office. 


That the existing ntate of things must sooner or 


later receive the attention of our national legisla- 
ture is apparent. A higher order of service and a 
corresponding grade of compensation are Impera- 


, nvely demanded. Enactments looking to aa Im- 


provement in the civil service of the country will 
prpve abortive unless the sound principle which 
governs the merchant In the selection of his clerks- 
Iliac good pay must accompany good service—is 
therein embodied. 
Happily, the heads of the various denartments of 
the government, aa at present constituted,. are 
w.iolly above reproach or a suspicion ol dishonesty. 
Possessed, as some or them an. of respect- 
able fortunes, the Cabinet of P,r«*lent Grant 
does 
not • represent a 
large 'aggregate of 
wealth, and some of the 
members depend 
almost wholly upon then- salaries for support. In 
this view of the case It Is Interesting to know how 
the heads of the government Jive; and we challenge 
a comparison with any nation for the rigid sim- 
plicity and economy which characterizes the home 
life of the chiefs of our Republican Court. 


TO.R PRESIDENT. 
The head of the nation resides with his family at 
present, as is well known, at the " White House," 
giving no grand dinners or costly entertainments, 
but receiving at his table Informally a few select 
friends. 
The Executive Mansion will be closed only 
for a brief period during the season, and no summer 
resort will be fitted up for the family or the Presi- 
dent. A few weeks' absence at the farthest will 
suffice them for the approaching heated term. This 
will be passed at the seaside. The use of aa elegant 
residence—the most delightful in the vicinity of 
Washington—"inKleside"—the property of General 
Hiram Walbndge, was tendered to the President by 
the proprietor a few days since, bnt the oner was 
courteously declined, on account of arrangements 
previously entered Into. The President will take an 
excursion to the Eocky Mountains, accompanied by 
General Bent and a small party or friends; and, the 
pressure from the Pacific side being almost irresist- 
ible, will probably visit San Francisco. Meanwhile, 
Mrs. Grant and the family will pass a few weeks at 
Newport. 


SECRETAKT FISH 
is the only member of the Cabinet who is really keep- 
ing house, en jtnmtte. 
He has taken the elegant 
mansion No. 21s Fifteenth street, corner of I, lately 
occupied by senator Morgan- Mrs. Fish remains 
with him for tne present, and administers the kindly 
hospitalities of tne establishment with cultivated 
grace, 
secretary Fish is a gentleman of the old 
school, a graduate of Columbia College, of literary 
and artistic tastes, enriched by extensive travel and 
much intercourse with good society in foreign lands. 
He has an ample fortune, anrt, as his sons and daugh- 
ters are settled in liie, he can afford to live on a 
scale of liberality which would be wholly inconsist- 
ent with the meagre salary or a Cabinet officer. He 
was sixty years of age oa the 3d of August, 1808. 
His public life commenced in 1843, with his election 
to Congress. In person Governor Fisa presents the 
appearance of a renned, dignified gentleman. He Is 
of medium size and height, witn florid complexion, 
strong, prominent features, and side wniskers deep- 
ly tinged with gray. He is a rapid and earnest con- 
versationalist, and despatches business as he con- 
ducts conversation, with energy. He wm make a 
good Secretary of State, and will leave the otBce 
S50,ooo poorer than he entered it, because he will 
liveiar beyond $S,ooo per annum, as has been his 
custom for many years, and no public money will 
adhere to Ms fingers, however great the opportuni- 
ties. 


SECKETART POUl'WELI. 
attained to his mty-flrst birthday on the 2Sth day of 
January, 1869. He 13 a self-educated gentleman, 
commencing ms public career as a member of the 
Legislature of Massachusetts to 184?. His private 
fortune is limited, and in his mode of life at the seat 
of government he indulges in no needless expendi- 
ture. He resides, as He did wane in Congress, at a 
boarding house tn Twelfth street. The guests at 
that highly respectable house are numerous in the 
Washington season, though at present the number 
Is small, consisting of Solicitor Banfleld, of the Trea- 
sury Department; Solicitor Hale, special attorney 
for the government in all coctou cases; Mrs. Gnrlev, 
widow of the Kev. Dr. Gurley; General Clark, late 
Executive Clerk of the Senate, and Mr, Thomas 
Hooa, late of Wisconsin. Secretary Uootweil enter- 
tains little company, though lorced to receive a host 
of office-seekers wno fall to gain admittance at the 
fortified door of his office in the Treasury buildm"-. 
His family reside at lus home at Groton Junction, 
Mass., and will not brave the heat and dust of the 
capital until autumn. He will then seek to pro- 
cure a modest house and one suited to his 
not very extensive means. Personally Governor 
Boutwell is a man who "wouid hardly pass 
unnoticed isi a crow d- He is spare and tail, with 
wrinkled face aud sunken eyes, his features instinct 
with intellectuality. His face and manner are grave 
almost to solemnity, and it is hard to excite m mm 
any appearance ol enthusiasm. He is thoughtful 
and studious to a degree. "What he lacks tn warmth 
he possesses In sterling attributes of character, and 
his integrity is as unquestioned as hla ability. He 
will retue from his place at the head of the Treasury 
four years hence, after handling and disbursing 
hundreds ot millions of public moneys, so much 
older in years and no ricuer in purse, though his 
habits of economy will save him from debt. 


SBOKETAKY COX 
is considerably younger m years, as well as in public 
service, than the members ot the Cabinet to whom 
allusion has been made. He reached the age of forty 
on October 27, 1863, and his public service com- 
menced with his election to the state Senate of Ohio 
in 1809. For six years prior to that date he had been 
successfully engaged in the practice of law, but 
had accumulated no property, and his compensation 
as legislator, governor and general barely sufficed for 
the expenses of himself and family. He therefore 
brings to the capital no reserved fund upon which 
to draw m support 
of the 
dignity of his 
position. SultluE his style of living to ixis meaua, he 
has selected for his residence a boarding house in F 
street, where he occupies the parlor uoor. The 
guests are few and the circle delightful. The new 
Commissioner of Patents, Colonel b. S. Fisher, Is one 
of the family, and Mr. Wyatt. of the Turkish Lega- 
tion, is also domiciled there. Mr. Frank Fuller, ex- 
Governor of Utah, now a prominent and wealtny 
lawyer of the District, with his two lovely and 
accomplished daughters, Ida and Cora, eomplete tne 
circle. 
To visit Governor Cox and the several 
gromineot members of the household there come 
Ither a multitude of distlnguished persons. At the 
table may often be seen Mr. areeley, of the 
TrOnms; General Fremont, General Wai bridge aad 
other prominent new STorkers, visitors to Governor 
Fuller, while Ohio and the West send their fall quota 
of distinguished citizens as visitors to Secretary 
Cox: and Colonel Fisher. The utmost sociability 
reigns, 
and the table talk would 
be well 
worthy or a 
permanent record, embracing, 
as it does, every subject in political economy, lit- 
erature and art. All are accomplished ahd eveu 
br.lliant; the Secretary is, however, buta from his 
position and his acquirements, the central figure. 
lie is a graduate of Oberlln and a scholar of Urge 
aad varied acquirements. Nature designed him lor 
a mau of mark. 
Personally he is the llnesE looking 
mau In Washington. He IH just six feet in. hcigut, of 
elegant flcure and fine, .expressive features. His 
hair and eyes are of a darn brown, and his checks 
aie ruddy with health. 
His demeanor is that ol the 
courtly gentleman, and his dress is faultless in atvle 
and arrangement. Office-seekers swarm around his 
private apartments and he receives all kindly, unless 
sausfled that the place hunter is utterly uuworthy. 
He Is a keen judge 01 men, and Is not likely lo be 
Imnosed upon by tho specious and ^pretentious. 
Honest and straightforward, he will administer the 
analrs of his department with the strluojt justice 
and integrity, and with more than ordinary ability; 
wliiie dishonesty In on employe, either in the means 
adopted to secure olflce or in the discharge of Its 
functions, will be tho signal for Instant removal. 
The Ultimate friends of Secretary Cox believe that he 
has by no means reached tho oiZlcial hcUrltt to which 
his talents and character entitle him, and predict 
lor him an elevation beyond which uo man attains 
la America. lie has nev er bought omce, but has won 
position by faithful service in legislative hall, m the 
chair of the executive, in council »ud In lield. His 
family, consisting of a beautiful and accomplished 
wife and four cuiliiren, Is In Cincinnati, and will 
join him la tUe autumn, when they will probably 
enter upon housekeeping in a moderate way. No 
compensation other than fame and a consciousness 
of duty well discharged will remain with this gentle- 
man at the clobo of his official term. 


r-OSTJIASTClc GhNKKAL CKKSWELI, 
is three weeks the junior in years of Secretary Cox 
and one year youngpr In public life, which com- 
menced with his election lo tlie Legislature of Mary- 
laud in 1861). lie is well educated, having graduated 
at Dlckinaon College, Pennsylvania, in 1S48, and 
subsequently studied and practised the profession 
or law. As a Uwyer, member of Congress and bena- 
tor of tho United btates he has acquitted himself 
with marked ability and has exhibited a varied and 
extensive knowledge or men and measures.

A democrat aad, it may be, a dreamer, Spielhagen 


never tires ofdepictiag the aobulty of Germany aa a 
aepraved class; aa evideat freethinker, he is ever 
iatroduclng into his -works questions ol a psycho- 
logical nature. Thus the book before as la partly a 
cynical attack upoa the aristocracy aad partly a- trea- 
tise upon the human son], Aad yet, while Americans, 
not having a nobility, care nothing for attacks upon 
them, except as they assume historic Importance, 
and, as a general rale, feel but little interest in Ger ; 
man psycaology as embodied In romance, will 
scarcely appreciate the one or the other whea they 
are applied in a local aad not in a general sense, all 
can read this book aa one of the best and most eater- 
taming of German novels. 


"Problematic Characters" 13 the story of a young 


student, named Doctor Stela, who Is employed by 
Baroa Greawltz as tutor to his son and nephew. He 
goes to the baronial castle a determined hater of the 
aristocracy and almost an atheist in his religions 
views. Here he makes the acquaintance of Frau 
Von Berkow, a wife of thirty and the mother of a 
boy twelve years of age, whose husband Is hope- 
lessly insane. They fall ia love with each other at 
first sight, aad MeUtta (Fran Von Berkow) invites 
him to visit her house, which he does, is there intro- 
duced to her temple of love, declares his BSSMoa, 
and then follows a ulataosi ssscaon, which awaits 
the death of Sx l«Satic to be made more human by 
rxsmage. On his -way to visit her, however, Doctor 
Stein meets witn a gypsy woman, who foretells that; 
He will have "much happiness and yet not be 
happy," and that he will be "the enemy or men aad 
the friend of women; quick to hate, quick to 
love; varied life; early death." The love or the 
two 
is discovered by Baron Oldenourg, 
a 
democratic nobiemau who loves Melltta, aad 
at 
a 
dinner he contrives 
to place 
them 
and two other couples who love illicitly in a rather 
awkward position, which winds up with Doctor 
Steia becoming Jealous, and later in. the evening 
listening to an avowal of love from Emily Von 
Breesea, which he tells her is returned. Meantime, 
surrounded by nobles who look with coatempt upoa 
him, aad whom he hates, Oswald (Doctor Stela) 
mates himself feared by his sail with the Distal aad 
Is made a fnen'dof by Baron Oldenbarg for the sake 
of Melitta, as the Baroa himself admits. By meaas 
of a Mr. Timm, a young scrapgrace, the reader is 
permitted to discover that Oswald, the hater of 
aristocrats, is himself the son of Baroa Harald Gren- 
witz aad the heir of large estates — a fact of whica 
he is Ignorant. Previous- to this, however, Helen, 
tne daughter of his employer, returns, home from 
school, tne intention being to make her marry her 
cousin Baron Felix Grenwltz, a proud spendthrift, 
who looks wita coatempt upon Oswald. The love 
between Emily aad Oswald Is brought to an abrupt 
coacluaion. by his telling her thac ne does nos love 
ner aad she swearlag to be revenged; sometlxins he 
cares little lor, Having made fneads with. Melitta, 
who has gone to N. to see- her husband die. Here 
slie is visited by Baroa Olaeaburg, who warns her 
not to eaensh. her love for Oswald, who, In spite 
of 
many 
noble 
qualities, 
is aot 
worthy 
of her. He (Oswald) discovers the fact of this visit 
aad again becomes jealous. He returns to the castle, 
where Baroaess Greawitz has intercepted a letter 
from Helen to a friend, in which ?ae admits that she 
loves imn. This letter the Baroaesa drops, and it is 
picked np by Bruno, her nephew, and the favorite 
pupil of Oswald, a splendid character, bnt one scarce- 
ly needed ia the work- The boy, who loves Helenpas- 
sloaately, is taken, very ill, aad as he cannot do it 
himself he asks Oswald to return her the letter. 
This he does, and she virtually avows aer love for 
ana by tellins aim to read the letter. A few days 
later Brnno dies, and on the foUowlng day Oswald 
and Baroa Felix fight a duel, provoked by the in- 
solence of the latter, who is shot ia tne side and is 
crippled for life. The volume closes with Oswald in 
love with Helen and ignoring- Melitta, whose hus- 
band is dead and wno has returned to ner coaatry 
seat. The conclusroa of the story TViU be published 
in another volume, entitled "Through UIght to 
Light." 
fauch. In very incomplete aad disconnected pat- 
line, is the story before us. Every character in 1C is 
a rarity, though not an impossibility. Such men 
and women as are depicted ra it exist, but they 
are very few in number. So lar as we can per- 
ceive the novel is almost without a plot. It Is a nar- 
rative, aad one such as we seldom, read. The laa- 
guage is glowing, -the dialogues lively and ani- 
mated and the general construction of the work ad 
roirable. It never tires the reader. Taken alto 
gether, in spite of faults which are obvious — faults 
IB using the exceptional cases of maakind to depict 
namaa nature, faults la a certain morbidness of ex- 
pression ia some parts aad in aa exaggeration o 
character aad a lack of faith in humanity in others — 
in spite of these faults "Problematic Characters" is 
a work of rare merit; and we trust that its seque 
will be as vivid in description and as entertaining to 
the leader as it undoubtedly is.

TOE EEFOKJIED PRESBYTERUX SYNOD.

tiewsuza, May 29,1869. 


MORNING SESSION. 


The Synod met at nine o'clocK and was open* 


with prayer Sy tne Moderator. After routine bDHl 
ness varioas papers were received, read jmfl leferre 
to the appropriate committees. The order of tin 
<ay oeing called for the reports'of presbyteries were 
read by the Assistant Clerfe. These reports and til 
varioas matters contained in them were referred t 
their respective committees. 


NATIONAL REFORM. 


After the Synod had disposed of several presbyte- 


rial questions Rev. T. C. Stevenson, Secretary of the 
Committee on National Reform, read their report 
The committee had during the year co-operated with 
the movement to secure a recognition of Almighty God 
«nd the Christian religion in the constitution or the 
United States. Seven ministers had been employed 
part of their time in lecturing, distributing tracts, 
holding conventions, Ac.; 45,000 pages ol tracts hai 
been printed and distributed; 5,000 blank petitions 
nad been circulated, and many of, them, numerous!' 
signed, transmitted to Congress. During the yea 
the sum of $1,230 had been expended. The commit- 
tee asKed for $2,000 to aid in the prosecution of their 
wort next year. The report concludes by recom 
mending for adoption the following resolutions:— 


Revived, That as a branch of the Christian Church, eon 
cerued for the honor of Christ. lEe welfare of reUgion and 
, the salvation of souls, we deeply deplore the irreligious char 


meter of the government of the TJnhed States. As a nation 
we have steadfastly refused any actnowledsment of the au 
tnority of uod. of Bis Son, or of His law; there IB no dis- 
ceraibie regard for the will ofGod as the motive of oar pub 
JicAcis; ivp habitually govern ourselves through a body of 
pubUc^ervaiit3,riiost ofwhom are irreligious, and zaanyo 
•wnom are openly immoral; and these facts declare lha 
nowever the Chnsrfan religion may prevail among the people, 
•we can lay no claim to tho character of a Christian nation 
Jtesolvea, That this irreligioQ or the nation finds expression 
in ine constitution of the United States. Our fundamental 
law contains no reterecce to the Supreme Source of civil au- 
thority and acknowledges .ao higher law than the popul 
vnll; :t eic'udes the name of God even from the oath whi 


mem, so thai such flagrant crimes as the recent sessions o 
Congress on the SabBath, and tae continual desecration o 
that day by the Post Office Department, have the imnllci 
Emotion of the constitution. In short, it leaves the "overn 
meni which establishes it destitute of all constitutional war 
xaat lor worshipping God, and with no constitutional obli-»a 
lion to abstain from violating His law. 
The asiotmdfi- 
growth of political corruption, defying as it does all rebuke 
ana all restraint, Isjthe natural fruit of a constitution which 
ignores the lounaation o: all political morality. 


-ftesolred Thai such a constitution cannot be accepted and 
approred by anv Christian people without sin. We Hold it to 
be thedtity of every citizen of this nation to maintain an ac- 
tive dissent by refusing to co-operate with a government 
thus constituted. This we hold to be not only the course of 
ret-titutle, but the altitude of power. In no other vrav we are 
persuaded, can the alumbeiuns conscience of the nation be 
aroused and a public sentiment developed which shall, with 
God's olfcssing, accomplish in this land a thorouen civil re- 
formation. 


Kesolved, That we hail with gladness the efforts which have 
Been maoe by Christians of all denominations in behalf ol 
certain proposed amendments to the national constitution. 
We accept this movement aS evidence of increasing sensibil- 
ity to the guilt and danger of national irrellgion, and we 
jpleage ourselves to cordial, prayerful and self-denyiaK co-op- 
eration with it.

The consideration of the report was made the 


order.or the day for the afternoon session. 


Rev. JAITES WAM^LCE, chairman of the Committee 


on the Signs of the Times, read their report The 
-document being objected to, principally on acconni 
or its extreme length, was recommitted. 


AETEKKOOX SESSION, 
After recess and preliminary trasiness Eev. E. D. 


BPROCLE moved resolutions on the subject of revi- 
vals. 


The paper was laid over until after the order of 
the day.

A memorial signed c. AUen, alleged to b§ a mem- 
Ber cl toe Church, at Princeton, whose paper had 
Jieen transferred by the presbytery holflmir a meet- 
ing since the organization of the Synod, was read by 
the clerk. The memorial anil Detition asKs this 
Synod to rescind its lasfc year's action in the case 
of Rev. S. Stott. Tiie memorial was referred to 
the Committee on Discipline. 


NATIOXAi HEFOKJT. 
The report on National Reform was taken up and 
re-read, lor adoption. 


Rev. T. C. bTEvusscnr spo£e in reference to the 
action of the committee in carrying on its worS. 
Only eight Hundred dollars had been raised by the 
congregations of the Church. The committee now 
«SKS lor only two tbonsand dollars. This sum, at 
least, is positively needed. 
Xev. Mr. MiLKor asted if the report reads "that 
the people are ready to receive toe truth." He 
thought they were not willing even to hear the 
whole truth as to au the claims of Christ the Me- 
diator. 


Eev. 3. S. MILLIGAN thought that the form of the 
petition to Congress is not lull, but quite de- 
leetive. We should not trim or pander to public 
opinion. As to tne willingness of people to hear on 
the subject, he could say much with reference 
to Ohio. 
Except in Vallandigham's district, 
where they would wholly oppose, the people give a 
willing heannK. In Micnigan there is still greater 
wilingness. 
The need or money to carry forward 
the worn is pressing. 
The agents must not be 
teggars. We must go so as to demand attention- 
There must be means. This is the Church's special 
worK. Others have interest and even, zeal, but the 
burden muse rest on us. 
Rev. H. P. McCtUKKEN said he had labored in the 
field in Ohio last winter. He Knew that the public 
ear is open to hear all the truth on the claims of 
Christ. When engaged in the wort he met with far 
more encouragement than he had anticipated. Ac 
Ins arst meeting an Old School Presbyterian minis- 
ter said, "This brother represents tlie Reformed 
Presbyterian Church, whose position is loyalty to 
Christ; is it not so?" 
I replied, "les, and 
not loyalty to anything disloyal to Christ." 
Afterwards 
he met 
with much opposition. 
But ministers of other Churches said privately, "We 
tnow your position as a Church, and we know it to 
Ce right." A minister in the Campbellitc denomi- 
nation, who had come from Canada, Bald to me that 
he-could not be naturalized, but that it was danger- 
ous lor him to say so before his people. Bedis- 
Eontcd, though his' Church does not; and he said 
addressing tue speaKer, "You can say what you 
please; I cannot." At a. later date the speaker was 
engaged in bastern Ohio in distributing tracts and 
petitions for signatures, lie called on a leadtnc Ofll 
School minister, who said, "I have nothing to do 
with politics." "But will you please to examine tuo 
JjiAnorl.al, and you may think differently'/" sata I. 
Bavlngreadthememona!,hesaid, "O,yes; thlslsnot 
politics—this is an important movement." And then 
ne gave help and encouragement. This was Uev. 
J)r. lieattle, of steabenville, Ohio. Another minister 
said, "I know your position as a Church—that ears 
are opeu; tracts should be circulated in railroad 
cars and everywhere. 1 honor your Church for her 
position. The whole Christian Church will yet honor 
you for it." The speaker said that in the course of 
Siis travel? He found an Old School 1'rcsbyteriau 
minister who said he understood tills question very 
well, but that it was all new to the people. He said 
he aid not even preach oa it. He had lived in thai; 
region where i'ather Sloane had oreachcd, and there 
they were well instructed and willing to hear. 
Uev- Mr. WrtKiK apoKe of hia observations in 
Ohio, which btatc be thought had not been half can- 
vassed by tlie. agents. He had been Invited to lecture 
•Where he doubted as to the feasibility or pront of 
holding meetings, but had been ustonislic;! at tlie re- 
sults. The meetings were large and tlie attention 
marked. At tue close of one meeting a gentleman 
remarked to him, "That is wliat we want, but we 
Jmew nothing of tlila matter before.", 
Kev. J. c. birrrfi sjud that tho times are remark- 
able, evincine that God LJ moving upon the hearts 
of the people. 
Formerly they cloaed tlieir ears 
figaiuat aud scorned to hear covenanters; now tuey 
arc anxious. 
In A'ewcustle, I'A., at the close of two 
znost interesting conventions, and when there was 
expectation ol continued discussion, a minister, 
much interested in the cause, tJiough not a member 
01 our Church, said, "When this subject is to be dii>- 
cussed we muht have au Old bcuool Covenanter." 
2he agitation or this <iues,nou excited bitter opposi- 
tion. Doctors or divinity were aroused, against us 
showing tnitt Satan, as UD angel or light, is arming 
his forces. In Newcastle, alter irolesbor Sloane had 
given a lecture on national rclorm, a prominent di- 
vine challenged him to a debate ou tho subject The 
conflict was coming on, but the victory win lie sure, 
llany would help covenanters, but we must bear the 
burden. This reform is our peculiar worjt. The 
cause is worthy of our liberal contributions. 
Kev. Mr. lluNTZit said Co\cuauters had other dis- 
tinctive principles besides tliu. He Knew tlmt their 
iluty was to bring the nation into subjection to 
Christ, but ne had doubts as to the manner. At 
Jlrst, when ttoerelorm began, lie was quite ardent; 
pow his ardor had abatea somewhat- He had no 
doubt as to the ultimate fcucccss of the cause, but he 
Xoancl dllllculties in the way. lie had presented tne 
petition to a minister for his signature, who said, 
•'I don't see the consistency of you Covenanters ask- 
ing an amendment of the constitution, when you 
hold that the government of Baton is to be de- 
Btrojed, not reformed." The true mode, he believed 
•was "by tne blood of the Lamb, and by the word of 
their testimony." This scheme was a reformation 
without reform—a paper measure. Suppose the 
amendment be atiopted, what good will it do? 
Must we have the nation reformed by wickedjneu— 
by enemies of the Redeemer? When he was circu- 
lating the petition to Congress a wicked uiarj, agree- 
ing with tne sentiment, dgncd his name with an 
oath. IH any good done for Christ by his enemies? 
Many petitions were signed by such wicked men. 
Will Christ bless such efforts? He did not doubt the 
good motives and zeal of brethren engaged m this 
movement, but* he doubted the propriety of the 
means. 
Kev. T. r. STETONSOS said this reform covered tho 
whole around occupied by the Keformcd Presby- 
terian Church, We ask for an acknowledgment of 
the authority of God, of Christ the Mediator, and of 
tue Scriptures as supreme law. Is there any other 
•worthy ,to be placed beside this? 
Tne ques- 
tion now before the nation is, what floes God 
require nations to do? Other questions respecting 
the duty or the nation will come up hereafter. Tne 
question was asked Here. "What good effect would 
result from amending the constitution?" He would 
answer. It wouia purify tne seats of power, exclude 
ungodly and immoral men from places of trust, and 
eecnro what God's law required. The controversy of 
covenanters In this reiorm was with infidels, not with 
Christians. Some say Uie nation was to bo destroyed, 
not reformed. But is not chr.st Jesus a Savlonr of 
all forms of society? Does He not give repentance 
10 nations as well as men ? Government is 110 worae 
than individual men. We hold nj> tue law and tb« 


Gospel to the nation as well as to men, and hope f 01 
the conversion of the one as wen as tne other. And 
what if wicked men do sign our petitions to Con- 
gress? Many of them favor also tno cause of mis- 
sions and help ns therein. Would Christ, therefore, 
not bless that work ? 
Kev. A. M. MiuaeiN said there had been a great 
change In this country in the disposition of mind 
•with which people had received Instruction on the 
point In question. 
Formerly the advocates of 
national reform metwith nothing but bitter opposi- 
tion; now people were anxious to hear about it. 
Cod had sent the ploughshare to the core of the na 
tion's heart- 


The discussion o! the National Reform Commlttee'L 
report occupied the entire afternoon session and was 
intermitted when the hour for adjournment arrived 
It was recommenced this morning, also occupying 
the entire session. An amendment to raise $3,001 
ineteail ol tne $2,000 asked by the committee, to con 
duct tts operations during the commc year, was 
nnanimoUBly adopted. 
The Synod adjourned a 
twelve o'clock to-day till ten A. M. of Monday, at 
which, time the discussion ol the report and the reso- 
lutions will fie continued.

Among the legislative business to como before this 


communication will bo the question proposed by 
Past Grana Master John L. Lewis two years ago— 
namely, the division of the State into District Grand 
Lodges, the whole to be under the direction and sub- 
lect to the Grand Loaee, whose headquarters are in 
this city. 


Masonry, like every other society, has increased so 
mncli In membership during the past few years that 
it seems desirable thl» step should be taken. Even 
the Protestant Episcopal Church had grown to such 
an extent that new dioceses had to be created 
and new bishops consecrated, and now in order 
to facilitate legislation, it is more than likely that 
there will befilx District Grand Lodges of Free 
Masons created, each having fts District Grand 
Master and grand officers, bat all subject to the 
Grand Master of our own Grand Lodee. Thus will 
tlie District Grand Lodges regulate their own affairs 
probably every three months, and report to the Su- 
premo Grand Lodge (which will be In sonic measure 
a court of appeals) annually. 


Another very important matter which will come 
before the Grand Lodge will be their relations with 
the Grand Orient of France. Recently In conse- 
quence of some innovations or fancied Innovations 
by that body the Grand Lodge of the state of Louisi- 
ana declared all communication between her and 
the Grand orient of France suspended 
It la ex- 
pected that our Grand Lodge will sustain Louisiana 
and New York will then stand in the same position 
with regard to France as she now does witu regard 
to Hamburg; so that all Masonic Intercourse between 
the two grand bodies will cease. 
It is rnmored that the author of the ritual of the rite 


of the Eastern Star will bo taken to task for using al- 
leged Masonic language therein. Tlie ntc is called 
"Adoptive Masonry," which, In itself, ills claimed by 
its opponents, is wrong, while itaadhcrents andpan- 
porters claim the reverse, and declare nneonlvocauv 
that it to in no way whatever connectedi with Ma- 
sonry, but is simply a benevolent Institution, created 
for the relief of the dtsiressea.

It Is they who found and stand at the 
head or nearly all private enterprises of this kind ; and 
it is the universal testimony of pastors that churches draw 
nearly all their moral suppoH from women. 


HYGIENIC JUPTD BAUTTAEY EEFOEMS. 
This is particularly necessary in relation to schools and 
public institutions, and a committee of women should be 
organized with special reference to It. It is quite time that a 
matter which so nearly affects the public welfare, and 
the health and safety of children, should receive the at- 
tention of women in such a way as to give their suggestions 
authority.

This is one of the most important questions of the day.

problem of the day, and anything that increases family com- 
fort and lessens household labor, deserves hearty commenda- 
tion and indorsement. 
The abolition of the wash-tub, the scheme of co-operative 
households, of model bakeries, of public laundries, of less 
work; done at home and therefore less necessity for a larce 
number of Incompetent servants, would nil come within the 
scope of the deliberations on this subject, and result, it is 
hoped, in some plain and practical suggestions which would 
be of lasting benefit. 


.IHRHONEBTT IK PUBUC JJDr2. 
The corruption which taints every department of public life 
Is so notorious that the theme has become jcommonplace. 
Every undertaking for the public benefit Is- turned Into a, 
"job;" erery enterprise Is tased to its utmost limit to fill tho 
pockets of a few Individuals. Honesty and integrity are not 
expected, and even so much honor as obtains among thieves 
is applauded. The best men have given up hi despair, and 
avoid politics as they wonld contagion. They see entire legls 
lattve bodies bought up by one man. ami no longer feel thai 
there'is any protection against grasping power on the one 
hand and mercenary meanness on the other. This rottenness 
has spread even to commercial circles, and threatens to blast 
our national reputation. Men avow themselves unequal to the 
task of stemming the torrent, and we call upon the women 
of the country to the rescue. For their own sakes, for the 
sake of the husbands they love and wish to respect, for the 
sake of the future of their sons and daughters, we bes them 
to utter such a protest as will make men feel that If fraud 
and corruption are still allowed to run riot, it must be with 
the certainty of exposure, and at the risk of losing the good 
opinion of every man and woman capable of forming and 
expressing judgment. \Ve do not intend 10 be understood as 
classing women so much above men as to suppose them su- 
perior to temptationj but we do conceive that the disinterested 
efforts of a body of intelligent women for whom, as ineligible 
to public positions, no tpmptatioos to the place er power 
could exist, might be of inestimable value in exposing wrong 
and preventing It from being perpetuated. 


WHAT TUE WOMAN'S PARLIAMENT. WTI.T. r>O. 
Itfwillat once give to women that .voice in public affairs 
which is theirs by virtue of their human ity. 


It offers to them the privilege of the vote, without the 
humiliation of asking for it from those who have no right to 
withhold it.

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Daring the week which lias just closed there was a

The immense rise in 
the price of provisions, clothing:, building materials 
and real estate all over the country is due to ttte 
expansion of the currency, which, from three 
nnndred millions before the war, was increased to 
eight hundred millions since that period. Now the 
premium on gold is due to two causes—the inability 
of the government Immediately to redeem its pro- 
mises to pay and the expansion of the currency. The 
latter cause would not remain operative were the 
lormer removed; but while tue government cannot 
redeem its notes in specie, the redundancy of paper 
money Keeps gold in demand. But the country is 
gradually growing to specie payments, and mat era 
will be reached within four, five or six years, ac- 
cording to different authorities. Wnen It does come 
It will call into circulation at least two hundred 
millions of specie. Meantime the wear and tear of 
greenbacks and the withdrawal from business of na- 
tional banks will reduce the currency by perhaps 
one hundred millions.

fiomesttc prices, such as those of wages, labor and 
the lite can hardly undergo any very sudden or 
Sharp decline.

With 
the, volume of money, whether coin or paper, still as 
large as it is at present, the era of specie payments can 
narJly lead to any crash or crisis such as predicted 
by the more anxious class of financiers. The vast 
development or tue country will require every dollar 
of paper money now in circulation. This is already 
felt In the demand for f mads in the opening up of the 
country traversed by tlie PaciQc Kan way. A year 
ago money in New York city was worth only four per 
cent on prime securities; now it is worth six per 
cent obi similar collaterals. A too rapid falling off in 
the premium on gold would be inimical to souna 
business interests. Gold closed on Saturday atii9%.

.The annual soral decoration of the gravfs of the 
fallen heroes of, the great rebellion was commem- 


. orared in this city and Brooklyn yesterday, under 
the auspices of .the Grand Army of the Republic. 
The icvercast sfcy and the threatening rain.clouds, 
"which at intervals dropped their tears over the 
, ^uiet grassy mounds that were to be affectionately 
Jionored by the participants in the ceremony, though 
Tendering the solemn oration less general and de- 
.Jmonstrative than it would otherwise have been, 
-seemed singularly appropriate to the occasion, 
.and, Inasmuch as the expected 'ram did not 
..tall, was in lact a very favorable circumstance to 
those who participated.. The march to the cemetery 
was a very long one, and haa. the day been Bright 
•and sonny there is no doubt that much discomfort, 
..and perhaps worse results, would have followed 
.from thenesrr, tne Jatigae and tae greatly augmented 
,«rowd of spectators. 


Taten as a whole, however, the ceremonies did 


jaot ay any means reach tha standard of expectation, 
•whether considered numerically, as to the oroces- 
aional display.or the magnificence of the pageant. 
Of course the state of the weather may perhaps have 
3iaa some effect in this respect, bnt the tribute was 
so less becoming or appropriate, though probably 
less gratifying to ihose who were enaaced in the 


labor of locre." 


speedily mortal; some were the -victims of disease 
contracted ra the camp; all came home to die In the 
hospital, or died on the dreary passage, and there 
they are. A few hundred wero first Interred 
on Bart's Island, out these were removed 
to .tee Beyond the reach or 
the encroaching 


waves; a few hundred more were removed from 
Portsmouth Grove, where they wereJIrst buried, be- 
cause, as is said, the "Colossus of Rhode Island" 
who ownedthe land, would not part with enough 
for a cemetery at any reasonable price. The greater 
part, however, of all, died in new Yorfe. The part 
of the Cemetery of Cypress Hill given to tnese sol- 
oiers.is thepleasantest-in the enclosure. Ihe rows 
of graves, arranged so that they form arcs of a cir- 
cie, rise one above another very much like the seats 
In a theatre. The graves are as close one to the 
other as possible, and each row is separated by a 
path that barely admits of the passaee or a single 
person. 
By far the greater portion of them 
have no mark to indicate who lies below; 
and there are a few, less than a hundred 
which cannot be identified, and will not be 
nntil the bodies that are there unearthed shall once 
mere obey the trnmpet's call. There are, however 
a few marked with Headboards, with painted letters 
some or which are already split irom top to bottom. 
A very few more nave headstones of marble. 
Before the hour for the arrival of the procession 
people began to gatber about the craves in larce 
numbers. They filed through tne narrow walKs 
separating them, reading every headboard as tney 
pi-ssisd There was one thing throughout these in- 
scriptions that seemed to impress them very much as 
it was a subject ol repeated remark—the ace. By tar 
tbo greater portion were young, many but eighteen 
many seventeen, several sixteen, and one but fifteen! 
Notice was taKen also of the fact that white and 
black soldiers lie side by side, bnt few were dis- 
posed to follow their prejudices of caste into the 
grave. 
Some of this throng of visitors were 
those who felt a deeper interest in tne oc- 
casion than many who come upon horseback, 
with their nodding plumes and gaudy ature. WUeu 
tnese nad uassed yoa saw here and there a solitary 
nameless grave, known to bat one of -all who looted 
down upon it, decorated with a tiny flag or a peony 
or a snow bait, or a scanty bouq.net of wild flowers

wJsich was to have started at hair-past ten o'clock, 
aid aot; begin to move until fally ihree-ouarters of 
an &9i»aft,er that time, when at last it did start 
there srere few delays. At Union sanare the crowd 
of spectators was perhaps greater than at any other 
place along the line, bat the streets and avenues 
through which the procession passed were lined on 
•either side by douMeTOws of interested spectators. 
Ehe procession started, as above intimated, at about 
a gnarier after eleven o-'cloct, ana' as the

"Here they come !" was given by numbers of small 
boys srho had taken possession of awnins and lamp- 
posts, trees, stoops and eminent positions of all 
kinds. The notice of. the approach of tne memo- 
rialists was telegraphed from one to another through 
the crowa, and then commenced a scramble for front 
standing places. The occupants of the houses on 
either side, noticing also that the procession had 
begun to mtfpe, alied the windows acd watcned tne 
various divisions as they marched by with evident 
gratitude and admiration. Tne programme which 
had been prepared ir carried out would have ren- 
dered tne occasion one long to be remembered- bnt for 
Some reason tBerepresentation was very slim and the 
Jine of processionists, of course, much too short and 
ty no means in ieepmgwitji the spirit of the affair 
or creditable to the city. After the platoon of nonce 
rode the Grand Marshal, Levin CrandalL with his 
special aids-de-camn. Kext came tne Washinirton 
Grey cavalry, commanded by Major E. H. Kent act- 
ing as escort to Major General Shaler, and officer'! nf 
lis staff and members of the Governor's staff who 
•were present, srext lollowed several companies or 
United States marines and a section of United States 
artuleiymen; then a number of aaval ana military 
officers, together with members of the Executive 
Committee or the Grand Army of the Kepnbhc and 
other guests. A platoon of one-armed veterans 
came next, under tne command of Maj'or J. T. Crosby. 
According to the programme tnese one-armed veter- 
ans were to have acted as guard of honor around the 
catafalqne used at the obsequies or President Lin- 
coln; bat as the trimmings of the catafalque (or 
what were represented to be such) were disposed or 
to pieces at a soldiers' fair some three or four years 
ago it could not very well be got in trim lor use in 
the procussion. 
AJS the one-armed veterans had 
acted as- a guard to the honor of the nation the 
omission of the catafalque was not noticed arid they 
were frequently applauuefl as ffioy marched along. 
Alter these, in two or three wagons covered with 
the national flag, came a number ot girls—orphans 
of Dnion soldiers—and immediately rollowing were 
lome seventy^lve little lads—sons of deceased 0nion 
.Joldlers— clad in neat uniforms of gray ana armed 
With wooden swords, A number of disabled soldiers 
came next, seated In large wagons, m which were 
olso placed the flowers with which the graves of 
their fallen comrades were to be decorated. Tbe poets 
of the Orand Army of the Republic came in turn 
a>* tne.nglit of this division was Post pnli Kearny 
Spaded by a neat banner, on which was a handsome 
picture of the eaflant J?BJ1. Post Cameron, comprised 
of a number of the veterans of the Seventy-ninth, 
New York (Scotch) regiment, came next in line- 
Post Scdgwlck, Post Ellsworth, a section of colored 
soldiers, and Posts "Wintnrop, Sumner Stevens 
Smythe, Koltes and Miller, followed by a platoon of 
police, with which the line closed. 


The route of the procession lay down Ponrth ave- 


EUC to Tenth street, to Broadway, thence to Fulton 
street aud Fnlton rerry. Along the line tne crowd 
generally preserved a oignlfled silence. ' Occa-

who showed scars or other marks of valor. At va- 
rious points some .'enthusiastic Individuals, without 
tUc fear of fanatical Sabbatarians belore their eyes, 
would applaud heartily the •veterans—especially 
those who showed that they had suffered for the 
Union—as they marcted past.

Broaaway ana one of the cross streets an old Irish 
woman was seated at a table on which were two or 
three newspapers which slie was Tending; As tne 
troop at the head of the line came in view of her 
position, rocKing Herself to and fro, she said aloud 
as tne tears started to her eyes, "Masha. Qod ble'-s

At the New York Hotel several 
Cubans were standing in the crowd, viewing the 
pageant. As the G. A. P. was passing, and the tattered 
banners were shown in their fall dimensions by a 
Budden orecze, one of tlic crowd of Cubans turned 
zuUdeulv to another, his eyes fairly dancing in his 
head, and eiclatmcd, "I v.'eesh thosa mane vera 
goin to Cnbaul" To which, the one addressed re- 
plied, "They wode go a mora qnickcly." The inci- 
dents alons the route were generally lew and insljr- 
nillcanr. On very few bulldinga indeed was the na- 
tional emblem dlsniayed at half-mast us requested 
and tue entire procession passed along as quletlv 
as would almost any ordinary milliary tuncral 
Owing to the neavy rainstorm of the previous 
night and of early morning, and the ract, also, tiiat 
the streets had not received any special care lor tue 
occasion, walking was anything but agreeable, and 
the treacherous little flakes of mud Interfered sadly 
with tue evident wishes or many in the line to show 
tne spectators what steady, soldierly bearlne they 
possessed. The Commonalty of the city was not 
represented by anyor the heads of departments, nor 
were tne county officials to be found in the place 
appointed, as stated on the programme. There 
were no civic societies present; the National Guard 
•was represented by only the Washington Greys and. 
the number of citizens In coaches were very few. 
The turnout, on the whole, was very fair, and, had 
there not been an appearance of rain, the procession 
proper n ould, no doubt, have been much larger. 
Arriving at Fulton ferry, the several divisions filed 
In on board of the boats, three or rour or which were 
required to carry them across the river to Brooklyn. 
Aftcrtho procession had passed a large wagon, 
drawn by eight splendid black horses, came tearing 
down Broadway at a breakneck pace, evidently en- 
deavorine to overtake tne main cortece. The horses 
were handsomely caparisoned, and from nnder tno 
saddles hung small blaeK aprons, on which was em- 
broidered the letter "L," surrounded by a wreath of 
laurel aua immortelles. On the wagon was a large 
platform, covered with black velvet, which was 
fringed with silver bullion and spangled wlthtstars. 
On the centre of the platform stood a miniature 
•wnlte monument, some six or eight feet in height. 
On tue sides or the base were the words "In Memo- 
rlam," and on the sides of the shaft were fastened 
wrcatiia of evergreens, and across the top branches 
of weeping willow. 


Arrived in Brooklyn, the processionists embarked 
on the vnriona lines ofhorse cars which were to con- 
vey them to tue cemetery.

When about three o'clock the sound of mnsic an- 
nounced the coming or tbe piocession there were 
7,000 or 8-.000 people scattered over the neighboring 
slopes of the mlL About this time tue police be^an 
to clear the ground occupied by toe soldiers' "raves 
or all spectators, that the way might be clear to 
tiiose who were to strew tae Bowers when they 
came. About naif an hour before tne arrival of 
the procession General Sickles drove up in a car- 
riage and soon after went upon the uttle eminence 
where a flagstaff is planted, from which, at the time 
the Stars and Stripes were flying at half- mast Here 
hewasjomed soon alter bv General McDowell and 
other oracers of the army, and by Commodore Knn- 
berly^who represented the navy for Admiral Gor- 
aon. 
. The procession having arrived, fifty little girls, all 
in white capss, Irom the TJmon Orphan Asylum 
were helped from tneir wagon and took position 
just before the speakers stand. Behind tnese were 
seventj-Iive boys, uniformed In gray and equipped 
witn wooden swords, also from the Orphan Asylum 
WHen these had taken position the disabled veterans 
young men m the prime of lue, but one-armed and 
one-legged, slow.ly hobbled to their places behind 
the children of their fallen comrades? Tuen came 
tne soldiers, who bore aloft once more their tatterei 
battle flaes, some draped in mourninn- and some 
wreathed in flowers. Beyond these were others o 
tae procession, and then thousands npon thousands 
of eager spectators. 
The band stracS up a dirge, and the whole assem- 
bly was hushed to silence and inclined to thousnt- 
f ulness and reverie. Some one then started a Hymn, 
written for the occasion by William Oland Bourne 
hut for some reason it was not sung with the enthu- 
siasm that might have been esoecced. Prayer was 
tnen offered by Mr. Bourne, and the children of the 
Asylum sang. 
0J£:neral f 'Okies, wno presided, in opening the ex- 
ercises made a brief address. After a few prefatory 
S^Sft?f ^e»saia tUM bT ana "y saerr Places would 
be filled by tuose wno would loot npon those eraves 
as monnments of an epoch when cmliza °oa Sine!

Tne speaking over, the ceremony of decorating the 
graves was next in order. The police arrangements 
were so well ordered, there being some 260 police- 
men present under Inspector i'olk, that the contu- 
sion of last year was not repeated. Those who had 
oeen detailed to strew the nowers took them In an 
orderly way from the lour or five express wagons 
containing them, ana beginning at the lowertier 
ascended the hill, scattering tliem on eitner hand as 
they went. Another hymn by Mr. Bourne, sung to the 
tune of "Old Hundred," was sung with far more 
spirit than the first one. The assembly was tlien

How delightful it is to read that there Is a proba/- 


bility of having a cab to ride in? What a conven- 
ience, luxury and almost a blessing to those who 
have had the privilege to live in a city where these 
conveyances are used! It Is surprising that in a 
great and glorious city like this such a prejudice 
against the introduction of tlie Hansom cab has 
existed, and, I believe, still exists with tne majority 
of inhabitants.
